Ryan, Who Attempted to Siay Man 
in Hotel, Has Been Prominent in 
Labor World in Arizona as Leader 
of Federation of Unione—Has Been 
in Trouble Before. 


Otto Miller, the porter at the United 
States Hotel whom Albert Ryan 
tried to slay Friday night, was report- 
ed at the Angelus Hospital last night 
to be doing well, with a good prospect 
of recovery.

The operation, performed by Dr. Gar- 
rett at the Receiving Hospital,. was 
pronounced entirely successful, and the 
prospects for the patient's recovery are 
considered good. 

Ryon, the man who did the shoot- 
ing and killed an innocent bystander, 
has recovered from the attack of de- 
liriur tremens, under which he was 
laboring Friday night after being 
locked up in the City Jal. He may be 
arraigned tomorrow.

STATE OF SIKGE. 


RIOTING AT M’KEE’S ROCKS AT 
AN END; LAW IN FORCE. 


Strikers Try to Organize at Guarded 
Mass Meeting and Raise Fund to 
Continue Fight—Constabulary Have 
Situation Well in Hand—Iinjunc- 
tion le Sought. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


PITTSBURGH, July 17.—Despite the 
assertion of President F. N. Hoffstott 
of the Pressed Steel Car Company, 
that “there is no strike,” the entire 
plant of the company at McKee's 
Rocks remained dle and under a 
state of siege today. 

In a proclamation tonight, the 
strikers cited thirteen instances of ac- 
tual wages paid to workingmen under 
the pooling system, which they claim 
cre illustrative of the conditions ex- 
isting at the McKee's Rock plant. 

In one instance, ferty-five hours’ 
work brought only 90 cents pay; in 
another, 4 riveter working 130 hours, 
received but $14.90. It is charged that 
in not one of the thirteen cases cited 
was the average hour wage more than 
17 cents.

CITY OF MEXICO, July 13.—A most

INTERNATIONAL LINES. 


RENEWED ACTIVITY. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 13.—There 
is a general reawakening of rallway 
construction activity and enthusiasm 
In Central American countries, and a 
brighter prospect than ever before for 
the comparatively early completion of 
lines which will make possible the 
running of through trains from either 
New York or Puget Sound points to 
Guatemala. After that it will be only 
a question of time and money until] a 
private car can bowl along either from 
the metropolis of the Empire State or 
from a station in British Columbia 
all the way to the foothills of the An- 
des Range in South America. 

In Guetemala there remains only a 
stretch Of ty. .nty-six miles of road ‘o 
be accounted for. Projectors behind 
the Pan-American system have the 
Central Guatemala branch line at their 
call, and contractors who have conces- 
sions from the Guatemalan republic 
expect that by December of this year 
1 ga will be filled, allowing a 

run from Guatemala to Goth- 

e Guatemala share of this reat 
system-to-be is 179 miles. It will re- 
| quire only a little more work and time 
to connect the Guatemala road with 
the Salvador frontier, and then only 
230 miles to cross Salvador into Hon- 
duras. Several sections of the Salva- 
dcrean portion of the trunk line have 
already been built, and all spaces left 
will be provided for in the near future. 

There will be seventy-one miles to 

cover in Honduras and 2098 miles in 
Nicaragua. The Nicaraguans are 
at work in the grading of many small 
sections. Costa Rica will furnish some 
harder sledding for the Pan-American 
builders. There will be 36) miles to 
cover there, and the distange is mostly 
through an wuhexploited region of 
primeval There is only one 
railroad now in Costa Rica, traversi 
the more level and thickly sett 
regions, with termini at Porto Limon 
and Puntarens. 
Altogether, 
share of the railroad that is to cross 
a dozen border lines will be approxi- 
mately 1100 miles. After the construc- 
tion have steel laid to Boca dei 
Toro (Bull's Mouth,) in Panama, the 
work of extension will be taken over 
by countries of South America, who 
will run the tracks on southward to 
skirt the rich range of the Andes.

DEVELOPING. 


Tonopah, Rhyolite and Goldfield 
Men Get Option on Old Properties. 
Ohio Capital Also Takes Hold—E! 
Dorado Canyon and Other Sections 
Are Active. 


William Eva, an Esmeralda mining 
man, associated with Charles Kirchen 
of the Tonopah Extension and John 
Kirchen of the Montgomery-Shoshone, 
has taken a bond and option on a 
group of claims owned by Owen Ney- 
jon, northeast of Bishop, Inyo county, 
this State.

It is appreciated that the 
betterment of conditions in the cop- 
per market will lead also to t com- 
pletion of a number of railroad ‘enter- 
prises ‘hat have been in suspension 
for the past couple of years, a matter 
of grave importance, as railroad trans- 
portation is absolutely essential to pro- 
fit in copper mining in the Southwest. 

Last week was completed the ten- 
mile railroad long under construction 
from Dragoon station on the Southern 
Pacific to Johnson camp.

It was found usually 
within smooth walls in a narrow 
stringer, its extraction being attended 
with a high cost. The old workings 
are full of water. It is said that the 
ten-stamp mill on the ground can be 
made aVailable in connection with the 
new concentrator. 

FROM MEXICO. 

Mexico's new mining code, in effect 
July 1, has been welcomed by American 
miners and prospectors. Many of the 
new regulations are to those in force 
in the United States, rendering the 
location of claims much easier than 
ever has been known before.

Topanga, via Santa Monica. 

This was the head of a recent letter 
that came to me from my good friend, 
William Wendt, the well-known land- 
scape painter. Topanga—its cadenced 
syllables suggested possibilities, nat- 
uralistic and artistic. This was before 
I had read Mr. Wendt's letter. After 
the event, they also spoke of delight- 
ful gastronomic doings. For my painter 
friend invited me to spend a week at 
Topanga, at Mrs. McAllister’s Tavern. 

I accepted with alacrity, and in a 
few days all the possibilities became 
realities. I found that the tavern in 
the wilds had an artistic swinging sign 

inted for it by Julia Bracken Wendt. 

found that Mrs. McAllister was past 
mistress of a cuisine most cunningly 
designed to tempt at once the anchorite 
and the sybarite. And I found the 
beautiful Topanga Cafion. 

I regret to admit that it was not I 
who discovered Topanga Cafion to art- 
ists. That honor belongs to Willlam 
Vaughan Moody, poet and playwright; 
or, perhaps, it belongs to Madge Mc- 
Allister Wood. Mrs. Wood, who is a 

raduate of the Collewe of Fine Arts 
n Garvanza, has lived at Topanga 
for two years, and has painted there 
a little, though not much. At any 
rate, it was Mr. Moody's voice which 
called Mr. Wendt into the cafion, and 
Mr. Wendt has begun to immortalize 
it. Topanga waited patiently for a

The way to Topanga is up a winding 
roadway; at least, the second half of 
it winds and winds, higher and higher, 
past declivities and boulders, above 
pools that are leep for the summer 
—always through a natural park set 
with evergreen trees of unnumbered 
shades and varieties. 

To reach Topanga you take a stage 
at Santa Monica. It carries you for 
six miles along tho seashore, and then 
plunges into the odorous, . dappled 
giooms of the cafion, where wildflow- 
ers greet and beckon you all the way. 
These darlings of nature crowd to the 
very hubs of your wheels, and ryn 
up the dizzy heights of hills on either 


Perhaps you may be lucky, as ' was, 
and see a coyote stand! at guard 
across the road far ahead. Perhaps 
you may see him, as I did, a moment 
later, silhouetted against the sky on 
the hil) above us, plasticaliy beautiful, 
but threatening and sinister. You may 
have the tracks of deer and mountain 
lion pointed out to you—I did. You 
may have to jump up to help kill a 
long and sinuous shape, gorgeous in 
bars of red, yellow and black; dealing 
sudden death, it is said, by its very 
breath. 

By sheer good luck, I found that an 
artist was my fellow traveler. This 
was George Melcher, a graduate of 
the Pennsylvania Academy, who has 
a ranch in Topanga, but who comes 
to Los Angeles every week to decorate 
some of the handsome homes that are 
building so rapidly. We talked of na- 
ture and art and mutual acquaint- 
ances, and between these topics, in 
which Mrs. Melcher joined, I am sure 


the three hours to Topanga did not 
hang heavily on the hands of any of 
us 


My luck continued, for there 
were three artists at Mrs. McAllister’s 
Tavern instead of one—and I knew 
them all! The unexpected guests were 
Mary Harlan and Lida rice, two 
friends from Santa Monica, who had 
heard rumors of the charms of To- 
panga. However, they had not come 
to paint, but to “loaf and invite their 
souls,“ and at least one ot them, ss 
Price; had fled temptation by leaving 
all her paints behind. iss Harlan, 
however, had not been able to resist 
Topanga: she showed me two water 
color sketches, one of. which had both 
strength and refinement. (I may add, 
in passing, that she urged her color 
box upon me, and that I, too, tried 
to paint. The result—but we won't 
speak of that.) 

The large living-room of Mrs. Wood's 
bungalow, a few miles up the cafion, 
is decorated with about fifteen of this 
artist's pictures in  olle—landscapes, 
marines, flower studies—al| speaking 
of her sincerdé love for nature and her 
true feeling for art. Unfortunately, 
of late she has found Iittle time 
for painting. so she was able to show 
me very few Topanga subjects: but 
these were her best, both as to tech- 
nique and color, and showed conclu- 
sively that she is still growing in en- 
pression. 

William Wendt ts a firm believer in

This procedure, of course, 
never leads to topography, for he is 
first, last and all the time the artist 
studying nature. But his method leads 
to truth of statement and sincerity 
of expression; things are tangible and 
real, though made exquisite by the 
mood that dominated the painter when 
he looked at them. 

In the mere matter of technique, Mr. 
Wendt is one of the strongest land- 
scape painters we have in America. 
‘He works with great simplicity and 
directness, with a full and free brush. 
His color is always good, sometimes 
remarkably harmonious. His senti- 
ment is as unforced as his handling, 
never degenerating into sentimentality. 
His knowledge of the forms in nature 
is so extensive and accurate that he 
puts them on canvas with an ease 
which in a less sincere man would be

most in Virginia Tracv'’s book is the 
reality of her characters That the 
author knew the Princess Rosalba, 
Estella Baker and Miss Austin, I 
have little doubt. I am quite certain 
she knew Brainerd. Au of the peo- 
ple in this book are very human men 
and women. They are not the over- 
drawn types generally encountered in 
a book on stage life. That the author 
(an actress, and the daughter of an 
actress,) is writing of familiar scenes 
is evident in every line.

LITERARY GOSSIP. 


What Swinburne, who was under- 
stood not te believe tn a personal God, 
really thought on religious matters is 
one of the most interesting features of 
the poet's letters to E. C. Stedman, 
recently published in the London 
Times. “Having been as a child and 
a boy,” Swinburne wrote, “brought up 
a quasi-Catholic, of course I went in 
for that as passionately as for other 
things, then when thie was naturally 
stark dead, it left nothing to but 
a turbid Nihilism: for atheism I never 
was. I always felt by instinct and 
perceived by reason that no man could 

ceive of a personal God except by 

perstition or else by supernatural! 
revelation; that a natural God was the 
absurdest of all human figments, be- 
cause no man cou by other means 
than a violation of the laws of nature 
conceive of any other sort of divine 
person than man with a difference— 
man with some qualities intensified 
and some qualities suppressed—man 
with the good ih him exaggerated and 
the evil excised. Now, of course, this 
is the exact definition of every God 
that has ever been worshiped under 
revelation. Men give him the qualities 
they prefer 
them. The God of the Christians is

triotic. Again, the god of the Greeks 
and Romans is not good for the do- 
meéatic (or personal, in the Christian 
sense) virtues, but gloriously good for 
the patriotic. But we who worship no 
material incarnation of any qualities, 
no person, may worship the divine hu- 
manity, the ideal of human perfection 
and aspiration, without worshiping any 
God, any person, any fetich at all.

While much space ha« been devoted 
by the newspapers to the enumeration 
of the long list of ironworks, iron and 
coal mines, shipbuilding yards, rail- 
road and steamship lines, ehooting 
ranges, Ste., subject to the sway of 
young Frau Bertha Krupp aud of her 
husband, the former secretary of Lega- 
tion, Von Bohlen, the assets of the 
concern being estimated in the las 
balance sheet of the company at over 


$110,000,000, no mention has bee made 
yet of the Essenerhof, a remarkable 
hotel maintained by Mme. Krupp it 
Essen. It is remarkable in this sense: 
that the principal guests that !s ty» 
say, those for whose use it is chiefly 
designed, are never called upon to pays 
for their accommodations. The only 
persons who are ever called upon te 
pay are those for whom room has 
been found after all the requirements 
and conveniences of the non-paying 
guests have been attended to. The 
Essenerhof is maintained by Frau 
Krupp at a loss estimated at over 
$100,000 a year, for the entertainment 
of the representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments visiting Essen for the pur- 
pose of purchasing war material, of 
who stay in Eesen in order to superin- 
tend the execution of these orders. 
Emissaries from the emperors of 
Japan and of Russia, from the kings 


of Rouwmania, Bulgaria, Spain Ner- 
way and Sweden, as well as from the 
presidents of the Central and South 
American republics, have all been en- 
tertained at the Eseenerhof for months 
at a time and in princely fashion.

A NEW LIGHT. 


ANUFACTURE 
OF LIQUID GAS. 


FROM CRUDE ol BY A NEW 
SWISS METHOD. 


Factory Is Quite Inexpensive and 
the Gas Is Used by Railroads for 
Lighting Cars and May Be Used in 
Houses at No More Cost Than 
Ordinary Gas. 


{Indianapolis News:] According to 
Robert E. Mansfield of Indiana, Con- 
sul-Genera] at Zurich, Switzerland, u- 
quid gas p romises to become a com- 
modity of commercial value. Experi- 
ments conducted at Augsburg, Ba- 
varia, Mr. Mansfield says, have worked 
out @ process by which the gas can be 
utilized for general purposes and pro- 
duced at a reasonable cost. Mr. Mana- 
field was asked by the State Depart- 
ment to investigate the modern meth- 
od of making liquid gas and study 
its utilization. A long report he has 
just forwarded relates that the manu- 
facture of the gas at Augsburg is un- 
der the process invented by Herr Blau. 
“Considerable success,” says he, “has 
attended the enterprise. A great many 
Installations for heating and iighting 
have been made, and some of the Ger- 
it as a 
means of lighting passenger coachen“ 
Boston capitalists, Mr. Mansfield says, 
have purchased the right to establish 
@ factory in that city. 

REDUCES COST TO MINIMUM. 

“The factory building at Augsburg.“ 
Mr. Mansfield says, “is a plain one- 
story structure, and was built at a 
cost of $24,000. It is equipped with one 
Ywelve-horse power explosion gas en- 
gine, which furnishes the motive pow- 
er to drive the compressors working at 
high speed. The engine ia supplied 
with gas produced in the process of 
reducing the crude oll to liquid gas. 
The furnaces in which the fetorts are 
heated are also partly supplied from 
the same source, about one-half of the 
fue! consumed being surplus or exhaust 

s. The application of this by-prod- 
et reduces the cost of fuel for operat- 
ing the plant to the minimam, in 
addition to the residue of gas, a con- 
siderable residue of tar is -ecured~ in 
the process. From the tar may be 
extracted lubricating oils, venavle, cre- 
osote and materials suitable for strect 
and road dressing as a dust preventive. 

FROM REFUSE OF OIL. 

“The material from whicn the liquid 
oll is produced is the residue or refuse 
of crude oil after various ingredients 
such as bengine, vaseline, etc... have 
been extracted. It is imported from 
Austria. At the factory the crude ol! 
is transferred from a reservoir into the 
retorts by an automatic process. The 
cost of the oll used in the Swiss com- 
uae factory is about 7 cents a gal- 
on. 

“After passing through the process 
of heating, condensation and cooling, 
and the various carbonizing and other 
substances have been parat from 
it, the liquid gas is placed in steel 
tubes of various sizes holding twenty, 
forty, sixty and eighty pounds each, in 
Which form it is ready for ue, The 
tubes containing the material are ac- 
cepted by the railways and «ther car- 
rying companies without restrictions 
or special provisions, as the gas ts 
non-poisonous and is three times less 
explosive than ordinary gas. The li- 
quid gas is utilized by attaching one 
of the tubes to the special apparatus 
manufactured by the company, which 
contains a regulator, gauge, etc. 

“The concern, which has passed be- 
yond the experimental stage, now has 
more than one hundred installations in 
different towns and cities in Switser- 
land, all of which are deciared to be 
entirely satisfactory to the purchas- 

rs.” 


HOW GAS IS OBTAINED. 

In a descriptive circular regarding 
the production of lNquid gas, its uses, 
te, the company says: “The liquid 
gas is obtained by the dry installation 
of raw petroleum and of by-products 
of the lignite and oil industries. The 
raw materials are decomposed in re 
torte by the action of a high tem- 
perature; the vapors and gases pro- 
duced then pass through the tar sep- 
arators and cleanser, losing here the 
easily condensable gases (tar. bengzine, 
Ste.) as well as any deleterious and 
malodorous by-products that may be 
present. By means of Wolf's patent 
apparatus and the use of cold air pres- 
sure, separation of the difficult lique- 
fiable gases, such as hydrogen, meth- 
ane, etc., from the more easily lique- 
fiable ethane, propane, pentane, etc., is 
obtained. These are then liquefied, car- 
bureted and filled into steel transport 
cylinders provided with a valve and 
sold as ‘liquid gas."

“The advantages and conveniences 
offered by, liquid gas present for it a 
wide field of usefulness,” -Mr. Mans. 
field says. “Among the various uses 
to which it may be applied are the 
heating and lighting of residences, 
public buildings, hotels and manu- 
factories, and street lighting and 
cooking purposes; also chemical and 
technical laboratories, soldering and 
welding. If mixed with oxygen it pro- 
duces a heat so intense that an ordi. 
nary bar of iron one inch in diameter 
can be cut In two almost instantly by 
placing it in the flame of a liquid gas 
burner. This concentrated heating 
power makes it available and especi- 
ally desirable in the smelting and 
forging of iron and steel. 


“Concerning its application as a 
means of welding, etc., the company 
claims for liquid gas that ‘any re- 


quired grade of heat favorable for the 
metal to be welded can be produced 
by simply regulating the pressure and 
quantity of gas. The metal melts and 
flows together without oxidizing: no 
pressing, no hammering, is necessary, 
and the metal does not turn brittle. 


With a medium heating value of 15,600 |

CHEAPER IN UNITED STATES.

tric lighting plant. Yet within a short 
Space of time the company has placed 
over one hundrid liquid gas instalia- 
tions, and the demand for its product 
keeps the plant running full capacity 
day and night.

A Plentiful Harvest Asse in an 
Indian Province by Sliding 
Down a Rope. 


[Philadelpiia North Ameoerican:] One 
of the strange religious rites of India 


is the annual rope-siide performed at 


Kulu, in the Himalayas. 

At a point where there is a cliff 
overhanging a precipitous gorge, sev- 
eral hundred feet in width and hun- 
dred feet in depth, a rope is “made 
fast to the rock. The other end of 
this is carried across the gorge and 
The total 
length of the rope between the two 
points is, when drawn taut, 2600 feet, 
and the end attached to the cliff is 
several hundred feet higher than that 
fastened On the opposite cide of the 
ravine. Thus a slide is contrived, ana 
it is a dangerous one to all appear- 
ances. 

It is down this incline that the per- 
former has his path. For the precip- 
tous journey a sort of saddie is pro- 
vided made of wood, with holes in it, 
through which the rope passes. Rut 
before a start is made tite whole 
length of the rope is made wet to pre- 
vent the saddle from catching fre 
from the friction. 

The performer sits astride this seat, 
and to his legs are fastened bags of 


sand, which serve two purposes, they 
enable him to maintain an upright po- 
tion during his lightning-like de- 


scent, ond they increase the momen- 
tum. The lower end of the rope is 
carefully wound with bits of carpet 
to check the speed before the stake ts 
reached. 

This slide in the air is supposed to 
reveal the will of the gods as to the 
crops of the approaching season. If 
the perilous trip is accomplished in 
safety a plentiful harvest is assured. 
Naturally, therefore, every care is 
taken to minimize the dangers of the 
performance.

It will be remembered by old inhab- 
itants that in the year 490 B. C. there 
was a war in progress between these 
two nations, and the memory of that 
bloody encounter at Marathon, when, 
after the Persians had lost 6400 men, 
the referee gave the decision to Greece, 
will not be easily forgotten, It was at 
this time the Persian Minister to 
Athens was hastily recalled, and the 
Persian Embassy closed, never to open 
again, it was at that time believed. 
Happily that is all over now. 

Students of ancient history recalled 
that in B. C. 500, when the Ionians re- 
volted against the Persian rule, they 
were assisted by the Athenians and 
the Eretrians, who took, sacked and 
burned the city of Sardis, capital of 
Lydia. The tre of Darius, the Persian 
King, was aroused, and after the fail- 
ure of one expedition againat the 
Greeks, Iq B. C. 493, he sent an over- 
powering force two years later, which 
was overwhelmingly defeated on the 
plains of Marathon by the Athenians 
under Miltiafies.

The reason 
why it was bad for unionism is be- 
cause the unions have so often placed 
themselves on record as defenders of 
union men on trial as lawbreakers, 
Says “The Exponent“ of St. Louis, 
which continues: 

In the case of the “State vs. Lin- 
deke, in June, 1907, the defendant, 
foreman in the employ of Christopher- 
Simpson, was tried on a charge of as. 
saulting a unton laborer. The jury ac- 
quitted him, after evidence had been 
given that a plot had been formed by 
the, Molders’ Helpers’ Union to send 
Lindeke to the workhouse because he 
had offended the ur ion. 

“A notable case was that «of the 
State vs. A. La Forrest, Walters and 
Clark.“ These three men. who were 
union machinists, made a brutal as 
Sault. upon EK. J, Miller. president of 
the St. Louis Serew Company, near 
his home in Jennings, Mo. Counsel 
for the defense of these ar:sailants was 
8 by. the Machinists’ Union. 

defendants were found guilty and 
appealed from the Circult Court of 
St. Louis county to the Court of Ap- 
peais, where the case is still pending. 

“These instances, which ure picked 
at random from hundreds of similar 
cases, will serve to illustrate the point 
that the unions are defendants of law- 
breakers, and these offenses vary from 
levying blackmail on employers, as in 
the Parks and Madden cases, to per- 
sonal assault, or perjured evidence to 
secure a jail sentence, as in the cases 
above quoted. 

“In all these cases, the great advan- 
tage to the general public has been 
the publicity attained by the exposure 
of all the wrongdoing and the thresh- 
ing out of the evidence which brought 
conviction to the culprits and a clear 
view of the eving of the system to the 
people.“ 


A Helpful Association. 

The _ Citizens’ Industrial Association 
of St. Louis has had a large share in 
preventing industrial prosperity in that 
city. Previous to the organization of 
the C.I.A. the public had no cham- 
pion of its rights in the constantly re- 
curring industrial battles. It was an- 
sumed that it was all a matter of issue 
between capital and labor entirely ig- 
noring the party of the third part,” 
the general public, who are generally 
the greatest sufferers. The principle 
followed by the C. I. A. has been to give 
as much publicity as possible to ev- 
ery controversy that the public might 
know just how much it Is affected by 
each industria! disturbance. While se- 
rious strikes have been occurring in 
several large cities of the country, St. 
Louis has thus continued in the en- 
joyment of industrial peace. 


An Old Boycott. 

Five years ago a boycott was de- 
clared against members of the Livery- 
men's and Underitskers’ Association of 
St. Louis because of their determina- 
tion to run open shops. Within the 
last month the open-shop liverymen 
have been receiving letters containing 
threats unless they return to union 
conditions. The Granitoid and 
ment Workers Union, the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ Union and the Upholsterers’ 
International Union have been seeking 
to impress the open-shop liverymen 
with the fact that their business wil! 
suffer as long as union conditions do 
not prevail. 

The most effective way of killing the 
boycott is by giving the boycotted 
plenty of business, thereby impressing 
both the boycotter and the boycotted 
with the sense of justice of the Ameri- 
can people, and their abhorrence of 
this un-American method. Let us not 
forget the boycotted liverymen.—{The 
Exponent.

SPREAD THE MAIL. | 
OSTAL SERVICE 
FOR FARMERS. 


MICHIGAN CONGRESSMAN WANTS 
ALL SERVED ALIKE. 

— 

Would Add Twelve Million Dollars 
to Present Expense for Rural Free 
Delivery—The Service Already 
Costs the Countcy Thirty-eight Mil- 
lions of Dollars.

DETROIT, July 12.—Congressman 
Smith of Michigan, speaking of the 
postal service in the Free Press, says: 
“I am glad that one of the slogans of 
this administration is, ‘A Day's Work 
for a Day's Pay,’ and I hope it is not 
to be confined to these who work in 
the departments, but that it is to be 
applied to every one who draws a 
salary from the government. I would 
also liké to see it extended to every 
walk in life.” he said. “There is no 
denying that too often it is the rule 
that people expect to put in the re- 
quired hours of time, without giving 
or trying to give adequate service. If 
this rule is rigidly applied as it should 
be, it will save much to the govern- 
ment that can be profitably used in 
other directions. 

While the tariff? bil! has been under 
discussion and since it left the House, 
Mr. Smith has been giving consider- 
able time to the effort to bring the 
rural mail service to every farmer's 
door. Just now there are quite a 
number of farmers who have to go 
one-half mile for their mall, while 
their néighbors have it brought to their 
door. 

WANTS STILL BETTER SERVICE. 

Of course, this is a great improve- 
ment over the old service where they 
had to go from one to seven and eight 
miles to get their mail, and it is duly 
appreciated, but Mr. Smith believes 
that so far as is possible, every farm- 
er should be treated alike, and so he 
has been securing some figures from 
the Fostoffice Department, and finds 
that it 
the 40.000 routes now in use, and that 
to provide for all the farmers as he 
has suggested would cost an additional 
$12,000,000, or in round numbers, $50,- 
000.000 per annum. 

Mr. Smith believes that the farmers 
are entitled to this service and that 
with proper ecOnomy and manage- 
ment it can be brought about and the 
burdens of taxation be not incfeased. 
He also says that he is having an ex- 
tended correspondence with his con- 
stituents, seeking to get their views 
as to what improvements can be made 
in the free rural delivery service, and 
what they would like to have done in 
regatd to parcels post and postal serv- 
ice banks. 

CARRIERS’ VACATION CRITICISED 

The two most serious criticisms 
about the free rural delivery service 
contained in the replies he receives is 
first, that the carriers are having fif- 
teen days’ annual vacation and that 
they should deliver the mail on holi- 
days. The ether criticism is that the 
earriers should reverse routes every 
other day. Mr. Smith says the latter 
idea is no new suggestion ,as he had 
it up with the department at least sev- 
en years ago, and at other times since 
and the department so far has refused 
to change the rule, and he knows of 
no route in the country where there 
ig a reversal. 

As to parcels pest and postai savings 
banks, he states that from the replies 
he is receiving, there is a strong senti- 
ment for parcels post, but a divided | 
one as to postal savings banks. 

Since the postal receipts of the na- 
tion are regarded as one of the best 
barometers of its commercial condl- 
tion, the showing of gross receipts of 
this branch of the government service 
for the month of June ought to be en- 
couraging, indicating as it does, that 
prosperity is loping around in good 
fashion and with a regularity signify- 
ing stability. With the tariff legislation 
out of the way in ten days or two 
weeks, the rapid restoration of bust- 
ness to the normal state of 1907 pre- 
ceding the financial disturbances 
should be well on the way in another 
month. 

Here is a brief comparison showing 
the rate of progress. There was a net 
increase of gross postal receipts during 
June, Wos, over June. 1907, of 94-100 of 
1 pet cent. During June 1909, a gain 
of 1250 per cent. was made over June, 
1908, With the settled conditions that

COST OF THE CRUISE. 


Only About Fifty Thousand Dollars 
for Repairs on the Entire Six- 
teen Warships. 


[New York Tribune:] A _ creditable 
and gratifying epilogue to the recent 
world-encitcling cruise of the Amer- 
ican war fleet, is the report of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy con- 
cerning the cost of the repairs to the 
sixteen big battleships which were 
made necessary by the wear and tear 
of nearly fifty thousand miles of voy- 
aging in all seas and zones and cli- 
mates. 

It will. be recalled that critics of 
that cruise, apart from the political 
and diplomatic aspects of it, which 
they asserted were mischievous and 
dangerous in the extreme, dwelt with 
mournful insistence upon the injury 
which would be done to the vessels 
themselves. The sixteen ships repre- 
sented a value or cost of nearly $140,- 
000,000, and there was danger that a 
number of them would be lost out- 
right, while it was certain that al’ 
which got home from the cruise would 
get here in a crippled condition and 
would have to be put out of commis- 
sion for a year or move while they 
were being largely rebuilt, at enormous 
cost. 

The fact is that while the ships have 
been home only a few months, they 
are now all in perfeet condition again, 
with every repair completed, and the 
total cost of all the repairs has been 
only 350.280 for the sixteen. That is 
only about $2100 for each ship. It is 
only a little more than a dollar a mile 
for the sixteen wor a year’s cruising. 
It would scarcely be possible for pre- 
dictions of dfsaster to be more com- 
pletely refuted, or for the skill of our 
shipbuilders, engineers and navigators 
to be more finely vindicated. 

But, after all, there is no occasion 
for surprise at this fine showing. 
Eleven years ago this spring the Ore- 
gon made the thitherto unrivaled run 
from San Francisco to the Florida 
coast in record-breaking time, and ar- 
rived at her goal without a single 
rivet loosened and with every detail 
of hull, machinery and armament 
instant action, If the old 
Oregon could do that, why should not 
sixteen improved Oregons do even 
greater things. ¢

IGHEST CHIMES 
IN THE WORLD. 


WILL RING OUT ABOVE ALL IN 
NEW YORK. 


Are Being Installed in the Tower of 
the Metropolitan Life insurance 
Building, But Will Not Be Used 
Until They Ring in the Coming 
Year. 


[New York World:] Precisely on the 
stroke of midnight, January 1, 1910. 
four mastodonic bells, weighing 15,500 
pounds, will ring out New York's old 
year and ring in the new just 689 1-2 
feet above the pavement. 

Their mighty notes will thunder out 
for twenty miles in all directions h- 
in earshot will be at least 5,900,000 - 
ple. Ships at sea will hear them to the 
south: the Brenx and al, the populeus 
parts of Westchester will hear them to 
the north; to the east the news will 
be proclaimed to Brooklyn, Long Is- 
land City and their suburbs; to the 
west Jersey City, Hoboken, Newark, 
the Oranges and a score of smaller 
towns will be in range. 

Few sets of bells ever cast can com- 
pare with these newest Titans of sound. 
There are very few chimes lav that 
could carry the length and breadth of 
Manhattan Island. But these chimes, 
whick will ring forth from the lofty 
white tower of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance building, which pierces the 
air almost 700 feet above Madison 
Square, will have a far greater radius 
than Manhattan cr even all New York 
City. 

They are now in place, but not yet 
mounted with the proper machinery for 
ringing them. They will be realy de- 
fore New Year's, but they will wait in 
silence until the clock points to the 
hour of twelve, ushering in the last 
year of the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century. And when they peal out 
their first note of the hour they will 
represent an expenditure of $255,000. 
FOUR BELLS WEIGH “EVEN TONS. 

No belfry in the world is so lofty as 
this tallest stone building on the face 
of the globe. No belis or chimes are 
mounted even half as high, either in 
Europe or America. There are bigger 
bella—the great bell of Moscow, the 
great bell of China, “Big Ben” of Lon- 
don and there are chimes of vastly 
greater range; but there is no set of 
chimes in thé world as large or hung 
anywhere near so high In the alr.

ARM POLITICS 
IN WISCONSIN. 


SENATOR LA FOLLETTE MUST 
FIGHT FOR RE-ELECTION, 


“Silent William” Connor, Who Beat 
the Senator in Choosing the Man 
for Governor Now Has Senatorial 
Aspiratione—The State Becoming 
Tired of the Primary Law. 


— 


CHICAGO, July 12.—A special from 
Milwaukee to the Record-Herald says 
the indications now seem to point to 
another political duel between Senator 
La Follette and W. D. Connor, com- 
monly known as “Silent William.” 
Three years ago Connor beat La Fol- 
lette, when, as State chairman, he 
picked up Davidson for Governor when 
La Follette had pinned hie faith to 
Lenroot, whom he has since helped 
into Congress. Mr. Lenroot was 
badly beaten, but not so much be- 
cause he had the opposition of Con- 
nor as because the people had a desire 
to give Davidson a second term, con- 
forming to common usage of the party 
in this State. 

Now Mr. Connor, is planning, it is 
said, to come out for the United 
States Senatorial nomination. His an- 
nouncement is expected within a short 
time. To prove his progressiveness, it 
is said, he will point te his vote on 
questions where a tie had resulted in 
the Senate, over which he presided as 
Lieutenant-Governor two years ago. 
It is also expected that he will criti- 
cise the Aldrich tariff bill, and he may 
also touch upon the county option is- 
sue. That he will have the support 
of Stephenson is hardly to be doubted, 
particularily when it is borne in mind 
that he, too, is ene of the leading 
lumbermen in the State. 

WILL HOLD CONFERENCE. 

It is known that Mr. Connor has 
been asked to be represented at a con- 
ference of party leaders to be held at 
Madison shortly after Stephenson's re- 
turn home from Washington. This

As soon as Congress adjourns 
Mr. La Follette will be back at Madi- 
son, and, barring some speeches at 
county fairs and a few Chautauqua 
lectures, he will remain at home, 
where he will meet his friends from 
every part of the State as occasion 
demands. 
TIRED OF PRIMARY LAW. 

The question whether Wisconsin is 
tiring of the primary election system 
of nominating candidates for political 
offices is being frequently asked 
throughout the State, and not by one 
party only. It is now being seriously 
asked by that faction that was di- 
rectiy responsible for the primary law. 
The tentative suggestion is made that 
at least in the case of United States 
Senators it might be well to nomi- 
nate in convention. The real purpose 
of this suggestion is only slightly 
velled. Coming as it does from that 
faction which supported Stephenson 
and which is against Senator La Fol- 
lette, it is Interpreted as being a move 
against the senior Senator, but the 
opinion prevails that nothing more 
absurdly foolish from a political view- 
point could be done.

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Period of Loafing—Cost Will Be

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO (Cal), July 15.—The 
test case of the eight-hour law re- 
cently enacted by the Legislature of 
California is on before the Supreme 
Court of California. Manager Fred J. 
Martin of the Utica mine at Angels 
Camp, Calaveras county, has taken 
up the matter for the mine-owners 
and the Western Federation of Miners 
is officially looking after the inter- 
ests of the miners. Both sides have 
retained eminent legal counsel and 
a determined battle is being waged. 

The operators state that the enforce- 
meht of the eight-hour law will work 
a great hardship on them, in some 
cases forcing the practical abandon- 
ment of work at low-grade proper- 
ties. Nearly all of the Mother Lode 
mines depend for existence upon the 

roduction of low-grade ore, and the 
nerease of operating expenses is a 
serious feature. On the other hand 
the miners claim that,the eight-hour 
law prevails in nearly every other 
district in the West. 

The miners demand the same wages 
for eight hours that they received for 
ten, and this is the rock on which the 
men and their employers have parted. 
Attempts to reduce wages have been 
promptly met with strikes and the 
operators have finally decided that the 
only thing they can do is to seek to 
havé the law declared void. The case 
is attracting interest throughout the 
West, and on the findings of the Su- 
preme Court depends the enforcement 
of the eight-hour law in California.

GAIN IS LARGE. 


Reports from Fifty Cities Indicate « 
Great Stride in Building Activity 
in Mest Sections. 


Buliding operations continue to show 
heavy gains in all parts of the country.’ 
According to reports tabulated by Con- 
struction News, permits were taken out 
in June in fifty of the leading cities 
for the construction of 14,880 buildings 
at an estimated cost of $57,614,974, 
against 13,443 buildings aggregating in 
cost $51,443,406 for the same month a 
year ago, an increase of 1437 build- 
ings and $6,170,568, a gain of 12 per 


cent. 

In G@fteen of the fifty cities there 
were decreases. This is not large in 
number and for the most part they 
have very little influence upon the 
general situation, with perhaps the 
exception of New York City, in which 
it * 2 to reconcile a de-

for the month just closed. A decrease 
2 of four or five million dollars, even in 
a city in which the totals are so big, 
is an important matter, but it will 
be readily appreciated that the grant- 
ing of permits for two or three un- 
usually big buildings in June a year 
ago and their absence this year would 
bring this about.

CHARGES ARE REPUDIATED. 


Sullivan Denies Statement of Whitney 
That Olympic Team Was 
Unfair. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NICHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, July 17.—The charges 
made by Harry Payne Whitney, of the 
American polo team at tae banquet in 
London, that the conduct of the Ameri- 
can Olympic team last year was die 
graceful, hag already created a storm 
of protests. and James E. Sullivan, 
president of the Amateur Athietic 
Union and United States Commisston- 
er of the Olympic games, has issued 
a strong denial of the charges. 

“Harry Payne Whitney is not in a 
position to know anything regarding 
the persecution of our athletic repre- 
sentatives and I am amazed at his ut- 
terances,”’ said Mr. Sullivan. “Our 
athletes went to England in face of 
almost every sort of opposition, fair 
and unfair, that the English officials 
could devise. If we had taken meekly 
everything that they tried to do we 
would have lost. We had to fight for 
our rights, that any real sport-loving 
country would have insisted on seeing 
given to a visiting athletic team. . 

“As an evidence that we were in the 
right, the international committee im- 
meéediutely after those games passed a 
rule that an official staff mace up from 
the home country would never again 
be tolerated in an Olympic meet. 

“I was present throughout the en- 
tire meet, and failed to see anything 
in the ordinary behavior of our boys 
that would warrant any unfavorable 


comment on the part of Mr. 
Whitney or any other individual. 
If Mr. Whitney knows of any 
specific case of disgraceful con- 


duct, let him make it known, and not 
talk in generalities, If he will do so, 
I will answer him and prove that he 
is wrong. I will satisfy him and the 
public that the conduct of the Amer!- 
can athletes at the Olympic games was 
all that could be desired, and also that 
their deportment and acts, both on and 
off the field, reflected credit on the 
Americas, nation

| jected them to the same discipline under the care of 
masters, old, mature, experienced, full of wisdom, and as 
dry of maudlin compassiog as a bit of punk. They were 
not harsh. They had sugpressed every particle of pas- 
sion from their souls and worked like parts of a well- 
fitted machine. All boys were treated alike, slept in the 
same kind of bed, ate the same kind of plain, coarse food, 
rose at the same hour, went through the same duties al! 
day long in the same way, and were thus prepared for 
the same tasks in life. They were the best soldiers of 
their day. 


We may think this was a tyrannous exercise of power | 


on the part of the state. It was necessary for the exist- 
ence of Sparta under the circumstances. It was the only 
way to make a nation of the best soldiers. The Spar- 
tan mother may have had heart pangs when her boy was 
taken from her arms to go out to barracks. If she had, 
she did not make any outcry. For she, too, though a 
woman, was a Spartan, and she had gone through her 
own training, too. When the boy was old enough to 
be a soldier, his mother buckled on his shield and as she 
did so she read to him his duty. Her admonition was 
that in case of a fight, he should either bring back on 
that shield a live hero or be brought back on it a dead 
one. Had he proved a coward, his own mother would 
deal out punishment with her own band. 

We do not wish to see the Spartan barracks take the 
place of the school. We have many uses for our young 
men, all better than being soldiers. Our government 
would not have the authority of Sparta to come into our 
homes and take all our children away to have them 
brought up as the state thinks fit. Yet the state has 
much authority over the way we deal with our children. 
And the state will exercise its authority in this respect 
not less, but more. It is incumbent on all who live in 
the United States to educate their children. Schooling 
is imposed on us by law and we shall be compelled to 
obey. The state forbids us to exact unreasonable or un- 
timely services from our children. We may not deprive 
them of the time they should be in school. Nor may we 
treat our children with neglect or undue harshness. 


the neglect or cruelty of their parents. The laws are 
behind these societies, which are more active and effica- 
cious as the years go by. 

This is right, for it is necessary. Children are started 
on a career of crime sometimes by their parents. Others 
are driven to crime by the neglect of their parents, 
while others are allowed to fall into bad ways because 
their parents are not properly watchful over their steps. 
There are parents not so bad as these in intent, but 
whose bringing up of children is as bad. Quick-tempered 
mothers are as bad as indifferent ones. Ignorant moth- 
ers Allow their children to do things most detrimental! 
to their proper development. The same results are 
reached in other cases because ignorant mothers do not 
know what to tell their children and how to warn them 
from evil habits. 

All this is a direct menace to society. In a way, 
watchfulness over the youth of the country is as neces- 
sary with us as with the Spartans. This is a government 
of and by the people. Every citizen exercises sovereign 
power. The stability of the government rests on the in- 
telligence and morality of the common people. The na- 
tion cannot endure in the hands of ignorant citizens hor 
in those of criminals. Therefore the proper care of all 
children is the concern of all the people, that is, of the 
government which represents them. | 


dren each year. We have just made one here in Cali- 
fornia which makes it felony for a father to neglect to 
provide properly for his children and for their mother. 
He must support both to the best of his ability, or he 
is guilty of a crime and will be punished. 

We read of a mother with a bad temper who keeps by 
her a heavy gad with which she inflicts undeserved pun- 
ishment on her child. She may think that is her own 
business. It is the business of the state, too, and will be 
made more so. A bad-tempered child is punished for 
this defect, and he learns to control his passion. A 
woman lets her temper run away with her because she 
is not called to account for it in the right way. She will 
be taught to control her feelings, too. She is making a 
criminal of her child, or at least impairing his useful- 
ness to society. That is a wrong done to the child and 
through him to society. Society will not suffer mothers 
to penalize it through her badly-brought-up children. 

We are returning to Spartan methods in many ways, 
and we shall go on doing so until no parent will be per- 
mitted to mistreat his own child any more than an- 
other’s child.

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The Manchurian Railway. By Frank G. Carpenter, 
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AMERICAN EQUIPMENT. 
How JAPANESE ARE IMPROVING THE 
TRANS-SIBERIAN SYSTEM. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

. ALNY (Manchuria) 1909.—I am at the southern ter- 
mina] of the Trans-Siberian Railroad. The trains, 
starting here, go northward through Manchuria to 

the main line at Harbin, and thence on via Moscow to 
St. Petersburg. The railroad journey is the longest of 
the world. It covers about 6000 miles, and is made in 
comfortable cars. The South Manchuria line was opened 
in 1903, just about a year before the war between Russia 
‘and Japan began. It was closed for a time, but since 
then the service has grown better and better. Today, 
one can go from Dalny to Moscow in about eleven days, 
and the distance to London can be covered in less than 


[The earth for the embankment is transported in the 


same way. There are no scoops and steam shovels, and 
Chinese cheap labor seems to serve quite as well. The 
stations are well made, with platforms and stone fac- 
ings; and all the improvements seem built to stay. 


Around the World in Thirty-eight Days. 


When Jules Verne wrote his story, “Around the 
World in Eighty Days,” it appealed to the imagination 
as the most visionary of impossible voyages. It was like 
the remark of Puck, the fairy, when he said he would 
put a girdle round the earth in forty minutes. Both of 
these feats have been more than accomplished. By the 
telegraph and cable, we can outdistance Puck; and by 
means of the Trans-Siberian and South Manchurian Rail- 
ways can cut the time of Phineas Fogg down more than 
one-half. The trip around the world has been made in 
forty days: and by the latest time tables just instituted 
on this part of the Trans-Siberian system, it can be done

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It has been greatly improved by the Japanese, and 1 
doubt if there is another road so geod in East Asia. 
The tracks and cars are far better than those of Japan, 
and they compare well with the best railways of Amer- 
ica, 

And why not? They are almost altogether American. 
When the Japanese rebuilt the system after the war, 
they standardized it and put new American rolling stock 
upon the whole line. They bought 50,000 tons of steel 
rails and 7500 tons of bridge materials. They purchased 
also over 200 American locomotives, seventy-two first 
and second-class cars and also one or two thousand box 
cars, flat cars, gondola cars and cabooses. 


During the past few months, a number of our modern 
sleepers have been added. In going to Mukden the other 
day, I rode in an up-to-date Pullman, which had been 
sent out here knocked down and was put together at 
Dalny. The car was lighted with incandescent electric 
globes, made in Cleveland, O., and every berth had its 
individual light. It was cooled by electric fans from the 
same establishment. Our engine was from the American 
locomotive works at Richmond, and it hauled us over 
rails made by the United States Steel trust. The car had 
a reading-room with the latest Asiatic papers and Amer- 
ican and English journals. Connected with the train 
was a “diner” in which, for 62 cents, I got a better meal 
than I have ever had on any American train, and the 
service, in general, was superior to that on our best 
trunk lines. ‘4 

I wish you could see how clean the Japanese keep 
these new Pullmans. They dust them inside and out, at 
almost every stop. They even wipe off the wheels and 
rub up the brasses, again and again, during each trip, 
treating the cars like so many new babies, brought out 
for display. The road from Dalny to Mukden is now 
being double tracked and the new line will be substan- 
tially built. 


Railroad Building in Manchuria. 


The Japanese are good railroad constructors. They 
are putting up magnificent bridges with the finest of 
stone work abutments, and are finishing them with steel 
work made in America. The roads are ballasted with 
quartz and other hard rock, broken into pieces the size 
of a sugar lump. All along the line from Port Arthur 
northward quantities of this ballast are to be seen. It 
is corded up into mounds and rectangular piles, carefully 
smoothed over. The piles are painted at the corners, 
and they have their numbers in white paint on top, and 
so arranged that if any of the stone should be stolen, it 
could be detected. This stone is broken by the Manchu- 
rian Chinese. They cover the faces of the hills like blue 
ants, hammering the rocks into pieces. They break them

During the same month at the Ueyno Library in Tokio, 
80,900 books were taken out; and the most of these re- 
lated to literature, mathematics and medicine. The calls 
included something like 19,000 histories and biographies, 
8000 books on social and political economy and 10,000 
volumes on engineering and the industrial arts. The de- 
mands under literature and language probably include 
fiction, and the number of calls, in this department was 
over 19,000. There are now in Toklo 200 book-lending 
shops which require a deposit and charge from one-half 
to one cent per book per day, according to the value of 
the book and the time it is out. Many of the books 
called for are fiction, but Buddhist philosophies, foreign 
travels and biographies, such as those of Lincoln, Gar- 
field, Gladstone, Bismarck, Napoleon and Roosevelt, are 
in demand. Roosevelt's life is, I understand, very popu- 
lar. 
Among the books now most read by the young men of 
Japan are Samuel Smiles’ “Seif Help“ and Marsden's 
“Success.” Frances Hodgson Burnett’s “Little Lord 
Fauntleroy” has been translated, as well as “The Scar- 
let Letter,” “Treasure Island” and “Three Men in a 
Boat.” The Japanese read the best works in English, 
German and French. They have magazines on many 
subjects. I understand that an intellectual awakening 
of a somewhat similar nature is just beginning in China, 
and that the Celestials are now making transMtions of 
many well-known European books.

“Since the sixteenth century, more than 4000 master- 
pieces have gone forth from its studios. It might be 
called the conservatory, the most valuable protectory 
of the art of tapestry-making. 

“Did we not possess it, we should be envious of the 
others. Yet through budgetary parsimony. we are sur- 
rounding it with such difficulties that its very exist- 
ence is menaced. 
How? 

“In the first place, there is a crisis in the personnel, 
the working force. Under Louis XIV, 250 workmen 
found occupation in this factory. Five years ago, there 
were only sixty employed there; last year there were 
fifty-four, and this year there are only fifty-one! At 
this rate, the end will come in short order.” 

Instead of being astonished at this rapid diminution 
in the numbers of the workmen, M. Leboucq says that 
the public should admire the disinterestedness of the 
artists who remain at their looms. He calls these work- 
men unique in the world in that it is attachment to tra- 
ditions, devotion to a calling bequeathed to them, which 
induces them to rest content with the famine salaries 
which the state pays them. These wages have re- 
mained low in face of the increasing cost of living, 
manifest in Paris as well as in tariff-protected Amer- 


“Most of these men,” says M. Leboucg, were born in 

the house, so to speak. Their fathers worked there, 

and they have followed in the profession of those who 

gave them to the light. 3 
“They became probationary pupils, then apprentices, 

then regular tapestry-makers. They love their trade 
because they have in a way been created for it and be- 
cause it gives to them noble artistic sensations. How 
does the State remunerate them? 

“After ten years of service, they receive 1600 francs 
(about $320.) after twenty years 2400 francs, after thir- 
ty-six years 3000 francs. The apprentice makes his 
début as a workman at 17. 

“The man who has seen twenty years of service then 
is 37. He is married and the father of a family. How 
is he to support his wife and children?” 

M. Leboucq says that the fathers beceme discour- 
aged and look about for other occupation for their sons, 
which shall, if not offering them a career, at least as- 
sure them an existence. It should be mentioned that 
the state also houses these workmen and that each has 
a patch of land in the Gobelins gardens. 

“If we do not look out,” says the Deputy, “the re- 
cruitment of these artists in tapestry will become im- 
possible, and our national factory will go.” , 
He goes on to speak of the shabby aspect of the fac- 

tory, containing in its museums so much thaf is beau- 

tiful and priceless, and compares it to a tight-fisted old 

maid in tatters and dying of starvation with gold in 

her mattress.

The Gobelins establishment has been a state manu- 
factory for nearly 250 years, ever since Louis XIV pur- 
chased it. Under the kings and emperors its products 
were reserved for royal use or royal presents, and un- 
der the republic the Gobelins productions proper are 
only used for public purposes. 

Some idea of the exacting nature of the work of pro- 
ducing these exquisite tapestries of Gobelins may be 
obtained from the figures of the sum of one man’s an- 
nual output. The average annual production of one 
man is one and a half square yards of tapestry. Only 
the expert can reach as high a production as from three 
to four square yards a year. 

When the tapestries get into the market, their prices 
range with the dimensions of pocket-books and the ar- 
tistic feelings of their owners, and from $20,000 to 
$30,000 is no strange price. The wools at each work- 
man's side range in color through something like 14,000

is a first class in “literae humaniores,” the final honors 
examination in classics. 


To the outside wor!d one Oxford first class classic is 


as good as another, for the list is issued in alphabetica! 
order; but Cambridge for the last 172 years has been 
more precise in ranking those who take honors in her 
star school, which is mathematics. They are divided 
into three classes—wranglers, senior optimes and junior. 
optimes—and each class is ranged in order of merit. The 
best man in the first class in the senior wrangler. 


Yesterday saw the last of the senior wranglers. In 


future the three classes, though bearing their old names, 
will be arranged in alphabetical order.

The rising mathematician has hitherto had to divert 


his energies to the task of shining in a rather clumsy 
form of examination. To take a high place he has had 
to spread himself over many branches of his subject, 
and here the experience and wiliness of the expert coach, 
who knows the ways of examiners, is of the utmost 
value. Now specialization is the ideal which the new 
scheme in Cambridge mathematics will foster and the 
student will be able to devote himself to the specific 
branch of mathematics which he has elected to study 
without risking a high place in the list. 


On behalf of the change it is urged that mathematics 


is both the oldest and the most complex and varied of 
the sciences. It has so many paths that it is only by 
leaving some of them untrodden that any man can do 
work of lasting importance, and while genius may from 
time to time triumph over versatility, high talent may 
be wasted in competing with it. 


Still there is a very general feeling of regret that the 


term Senior Wrangler, which is now a household word, 
should become a thing of the past, and the public in- 
terest in the competition for who should be the last to 
hold the honor has been almost as keen and general as 
if it were the result of the Derby or the Oxford and cam- 
bridge boat race. 


The words wrangler and tripos came to be used in 


connection with the Cambridge examinations in the fol- 
. lowing way. The schools of the Middle Ages inherited 
from classic times a belief in the dialectical methods of 
teaching and of testing truth. Thus the descendant of 
the Platonic academy may be discerned in the medieval 
“act” for a degree—the candidate “wrangling” with an 
approved master of arts in the presence and under the 
guidance of a moderator.

Pm. comes to England in the springtime or early

He soon forgets what wretched food 
he had to eat; remembering fondly the toothsome pas- 
tries and the delicious clotted cream; he forgets, too the 
bitter winds he encountered on the Cornish coast, winds 
which fought him back at every step, sea winds 80 
strong that the stunted shrubbery in exposed treeless 
spaces, shrinks to landward, and the roofs are chained 
down to keep them from blowing away. But he never 
can forget the beauty of the great bold promontories, 
the bleak, desolate, fantastic headlands and the in- 
accessible granite crags, where the seagulls make their 
nests, nor the fresh loveliness of the sheltered country- 
side, with its clustering villages and fragrant lanes.

It 
is an artistic reproduction of an ancient Roman civic 
crown in oak leaves and acorns made of solid gold, and 
the leather case which incloses it bears the King’s arms 
in gold. 


Crowned Like Roman Hero. 


This is a revival of the ancient Roman custom of 
crowning, not only victors in the public games, but 
citizens who had done the state some distinguished serv- 
ice, at first with wreaths of grass, then garlands of flow- 
ers and laurel, oak and olive, but finally of gold. Into 
Misg Boardman's crown are engraved these words: 

“To Mabel Boardman of the American Red Cross, 
from the Italian government, as a token of gratitude, 
1908-1909.” 

Of course, this refers to Miss Boardman’s tireless en- 
ergies in behalf of the thousands of victims of the re- 
cent earthquakes of Southern Italy..Her interest in 
charitable work led her into the old Red Cross Soci- 
ety, in whose reorganization she was largely instru- 
mental, and since Mr. Taft became the president of the

Cross work. Mr. de Lagercrantz, that sovereign’s envoy 
in Washington, called at her heme and formally pre- | 
sented it to her, the first American who has ever re- 
ceived it. It is one of the highest decorations ever con- 
ferred by Swedish sovereigns and is the first decoration 
which King Gustavus has conferred since his accession. 
The medal is about the size of a silver dollar, but is 
of gold, and on the obverse side is the bas-relief por- 
trait of the King, with his name beneath, while the 
reverse displays Miss Boardman’s name in raised let- 
tering. A blue ribbon suspends the decoration when 
it is worn. Like the crown from the Italian King, it 
was received in a handsome leather case bearing the 
arms of the royal donor.

during the heated term. It is a beautiful location 

near the north fork of Kings River, 6500 feet above 
sea level. There are mountain meadows surrounded by 
pines, spruce and hemlock. The ground is comparatively 
level. To this charming location a large number of 
business and professional men of Fresno, with their fam- 
ilies, resort during the months of July and August. 
Their social diversions are various. Politics is “cut out.” 
Being all, or mostly all- members of clubs and literary 
associations, they have literary entertainments. Occa- 


sionally on Sundays they have a sermon by some

The occasion on which the writer was present there 


were a few who, after a few weeks of camp life, felt a

Ten persons, including 
three ladies, volunteered. A guide was necessary. The 
services of an old mountaineer, although not an old man, 
were secured.

On the morning of August 12, the company started on 
its mission, and the guide promised to land us at Wonder 
Ne.

snow. On the side of the one nearest to us beyond the 
river were two lakes, very visible. From one of these 
lakes a spray was thrown off glittering in the sunlight. 
Further south, the majestic peak of Mount Whitney tow- 
ered above all. it seemed but a few miles distant in the 
clear atmosphere, when, in fact, it was over fifty miles 
away. To the north the hoary head of Mount Goddard 
stood like a sentinel guarding the sea of lesser peaks. 
To the east, as the guide informed us, lay the blue, or 
smoky range following the contour of the river. The 
stream from our perch looked like a silver ribbon wind- 
ing about the base of the mountains, with here and there 
a quiet meadow green as emerald.

There were in our party two ladies and two gentlemen 
who were the possessors of most excellent voices, form- 
ing a splendid quartette. It was a beautiful moonlight 
night, and there was a solemn silence in nature, but 
when the strains of “My Old Kentucky Home,” “March- 
ing Through Georgia,” and “Dixie Land” floated through 
the air, the very pines ceased their sad moaning and 
the soft melody seemed to linger in the green foliage. 

After six days’ absence from our Pine Ridge camp. we 
were greeted joyfully by the forty or fifty campers, all 
of whom were anxious to learn the results of the expedi- 
tion.

Sanitation at Panama. 

Col. W. C. Gorgas, U.S.A., of Ancon, Canal Zone, in 
his president's address to the American Medical Associ- 
ation urges a continuance of the association's energy 
in examining medicinal preparations and influencing 
sanitary legislation and recommended that steps be 
taken to erect in Washington a statue to the medical 
officers in both armies in the Civil War. The subject 
of his address is the sanitary work at Panama. It has 
been proved that the female anopheles mosquito is 
the only means of infection with malaria and the work 
in Panama has been directed to killing the mosquito. 
Destruction of the breeding-places is carried on by 
draining, especially by subsoil tilling and concrete 
ditches or the use of petroleum and phinotas oil. The 
brush is cleared for 100 yards from the houses. Colon, 
a town built on piles in a swamp, has been rendered 
practically mosquito-free by draining. All houses are 
screened, especially the galleries. All employés are 
urged to take three grains of quinine daily. There is 
one chief inspector and seventeen district inspectors 
who carry out these measures. A complete record of 
the cases of malaria in each district is kept and the san- 
itary work regulated accordingly. The malarial rate at 
Panama has dropped from 831 per 1000 in 1906 to 282 
in 1908, and the death rate from 7.45 to 1.34 per 1000. 
The general death rate has changed from 65.41 per 1000 
in 1905 to 24.83 in 1908; in the Canal Zone from 31.60 
in 1907 to 18.95 in 1908; among government employés 
from 41.37 in 1906 to 13.01 in 1908. Among American 
men in 1908 it was 7.69 per 1000, and among women and 
children 9.72. This rate is no higher than in the 
United States. Tropical debility is due largely to mala- 
ria. With the modern knowledge of sanitation, the 
tropics will soon become as habitable by the white 
men as the temperate zone. The cost of protection 
from malaria and yellow fever in the tropics is no 
greater than the cost pf protection against cold in the 
north. To future generations, the building of the Pan- 
ama Canal will be known less as engineering enterprise 
than as the first demonstration of the habitability of 
the tropics by the Caucasian.—[ Medical Record.

A Retired Diplomat. 


A VISIT AT THE VILLAGE HOME or 
HENRY VIGNAUD.

Pes. July 5.—For more than a quarter of a cen- 


tury, the United States enjoyed a kind of perma- 

nent Ambassador to France, unknown except to 
Americans in Paris, all of whom sooner or later made 
his acquaintance.

Romo the Roan. 


: THE Sronx or Two FOOLS AND A 
SENSIBLE HORSE.

HEN wandering about Calexico, California’s new 
border town, I fell in with a traveling photogra- 
pher camped on the high silt bluffs of New River. 
He was a cheerful, hospitable genius who displayed with 
enthusiasm photographs from out-of-the-way regions in 
Mexico and the Southwest. 

Better than ham and eggs for breakfast,” said he, “I 
like taking pictures. But some of those I value most, 
nothing in the world would tempt me to take again.” 

He handed me a photograph, an infuriated steer 
charging madly; a splendid picture in spite of the irreg- 
ular streak running diagonally across its surface. 

“A cracked negative, you see—the wonder is that it 
wasn't shivered to splinters. It Was a part of photo- 
graphing a gentle prize steer. ‘He is Monarch, gentle 
like a dog, sired by an imported Durham with no streak 
of broncho in him,’ was the way Don Alviso described 
him. If you make a story of it, Two Fools and a Sensi- 
ble Horse’ should be the title. 

“The steer certainly was a nice-mannered beast when 
I photographed him in the corral with the herd. Then 
the Don wanted a picture of him standing on a knoll on 
the desert mesa back of the hacienda—‘monarch of all 
he surveys.’ Photographically, it was a great concep- 
tion. 

“We had a little trouble in getting the steer out of the 
corral. Don Alviso dropped a riata over his head, but 
had to ride alongside and rowell him with his spurs be- 
fore the brute would leave the herd. He muttered sulk- 
ily as we made our way to the mesa: but Don Alviso 
said again that he was ‘gentle like a dog, the offspring 

m.’ 

“My advice for posing gentle cattle was simple and 
effective. Nowadays, even when photographing milk 
cows in a corral, I employ means less effective. But up 
to this time I always used a red cloth to cover my 
camera outside of the customary black one. 

“On the day of photographing the Don's gentle bovine 
the device seemed as sane as pancakes and wild honey. 
It was hot even for the desert; at the corral Monarch 
was indifferent to everything but flies and the shade.

“In the end,

The bulb was in my hand—I would not have 
been a photographer had I failed to snap the shutter. 
Then, still crouching to the level of the red mantle, I left 
my camera, and ran swiftly backward. When, from un- 
der the tripod, I caught the flash of hoofs, saw the next 
moment my beloved box reel forward, heard a crash and 
glass splintering, I turned and ran for the bluff of the 
mesa. 

“A glance over my shoulder showed me the big Dur- 
ham furiously jabbing and mauling the ren cover of the 
camera.

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Serums and Antitoxins. 
New AT WASHINGTON 
CONTROLS THEIR PREPARATION. 

By a Special Contributor. 
T HE government has established a new laboratory 


of standards. Its business is to standardize medi- 

cines—more particularly the preparations known as 
“serums” and “antitoxins,” which are commonly used 
by physicians for the prevention and treatment of diph- 
theria, lockjaw, and certain other diseases. 

The preservation of many thousands of human lives 
every year in this country depends upon the reliability 
of such preparations. But, hitherto, they have not been 
reliable. Often they were not pure, or free from objec- 
tionable germs, and they varied greatly in “potency,” or 
strength. When, for example, a doctor bought a bottle 
of diphtheria antitoxin for a sick child, it was all a 
guess how much he should give of the stuff. 

All of this is now changed. The government has es- 
tablished exact standards for such preparations, which 
are kept at the new laboratory in Washington, under the 
direction of the Marine Hospital and Public Health Serv- 
ice. These standards are as absolute and as carefully

maintained as the lawful yardstick and pound weight at 
the Bureau of Standards. 

Al manufacturers are obliged to make their products 
correspond to the government standards, on penalty of 
losing their licenses—lacking which, they are deprived 

“of the privilege of inter-state sale. Furthermore, each 
maker is required to label every bottle with the number 
of “units” it contains, and with the date up to which the 
contents may be expected to retain full potency—such 
preparations being liable to deteriorate after a while. 

A sample of standard diphtheria antitoxin, freshly pre- 
pared, is sent every two months to each manufacturer, 
in order that he may compare his own product with it. 
In addition to guaranteeing the potency of his prepara- 
tion for a certain length of time, he must take precau- 
tions against contamination by undesirable germs, and 
is obliged to state how much chloroform or other pre- 
servative he uses. Thanks to which preeautions, it is 
noted that the average strength of the diphtheria anti- 
toxins now on the market is just about twice what it 
was four or five years ago, with no greater cost to the 
consumer. 

Under the new regulations, vaccine virus is not al- 
lowed the privilege of inter-state sale unless it meets the 
requirements of the Public Health Service. It must come 
up to a certain standard in respect to potency (as ascer- 
tained by absolute trial on human beings,) and must be 
free from foreign germs. The virus put up by various 
manufacturers is purchased at frequent intervals in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, and duly tested, especially 
for microbes of lockjaw, lest any such be contained in It. 
In frequent instances germs of lockjaw and of foot-and- 
mouth disease have got into vaccine virus, with seri- 
ous and sometimes fatal results. 

Thanks to these precautionary measures, the virus 
now on the mar! ** ‘s mrch more pure than it used to 


points is forhjdden by law. They were convenient, but 
liable to become contaminated. Today the points, pre- 


tubes of glass, hermetically sealed, so that anybody may 
buy and use them with safety. The package containing 
a dozen of the tubes bears a label with the name and 
license number of the maker, and the date up to which 
the virus may be expected to retain its full potency— 
after which the points may be exchanged for fresh ones 
by sending them back to the manufacturer. 

Severely sore arms used to be a frequent consequence 
of vaccination, such a phenomenon being due usually to 
some bacterial contamination of the virus. When the 
infection happened to be with lockjaw germs, the con- 
sequences were liable to be dreadful indeed. It is grati- 
fying to know that such dangers have been practically 
done away with. And, incidentally, the hiring of calves 
for inoculation (a practice formerly common, the ani- 
mals being afterward sent to market) is now prohibited. 

Obviously, it is of utmost importance that serums, vac- 
cine virus, and other such preparations, when of doubt- 
ful purity, shall not be distributed over the country and 
offered freely for sale. Furthermore, it is very neces- 
sary that they shall come up to certain standards in re- 
spect to potency. The “unit” for measuring the strength 
of lockjaw antitoxin is ten times the least quantity of 
the stuff necessary to save the life of a guinea pig weigh- 


che (al ease 
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ing 350 grams, when administered as an antidote to the 
official test dose of standaM “toxin”—that is to say, of 
lockjaw microbes bred in beef tea. 

An equally careful watch is kept over the manufacture 
of other kinds of serums, such as those used for the 
prevention or cure of pneumonia, dysentery, and various 
forms of blood poisoning. At frequent intervals sam- 
ples of them are bought in the market, and duly tested. 
It in any instance they do not come up to the mark in 
respect to strength and purity, the maker is in danger 
of losing his license, and with it his privilege of sale. 

It should be understood that all serums are prepared 
in substantially the same way, the customary method be- 
ing to administer doses of germs (say, those of diphthe- 
ria) to a horse, by inoculation, until the blood of the an- 
imal has developed large quantities of a substance pro- 
vided by nature under such circumstances to fight 
against the poison generated by the disease microbes. 
Then a quantity of the horse’s blood is drawn from its 
veins, and the watery part, which remains on top after 
the red portion has allowed to settle in a suitaBle recep- 
tacle, is the antitoxin—that is to say, a serum contain- 
ing an anti-poison, useful, when given to human beings, 
as a preventive or remedy for this particular malady. 

A quantity of diphtheria antitoxin is always kept on 
hand at the laboratory, to serve as a standard. In or- 
der that it may retain its full potency as long as pos- 
sible, it is stored in the dark, at a low temperature, pro- 
tected from moisture, and in a vacuum. Samples of 
diphtheria antitoxin put up by various manufacturers 
are purchased at intervals and compared with it. In 
the case of the remedy for lockjaw, however, the stand- 
ard is a “toxin,” that is to say, a culture of lockjaw 
germs, bred for the purpose in beef soup. It is required 
of the maker that he shall produce an antitoxin which, 
as proved by experiments on guinea pigs (in the man-

An attempt was made last year to modify the na- 
tional costume, which consists of a low-necked, loose- 
sleeved, unbelted jusi blouse known as the camisa, a 
long trailing skirt, bare legs and slippered feet. Some 
teachers tried to show their pupils how to Americanize 
the dress. It was suggested that the neck be cut higher, 
that the sleeves be gathered into the wrist, the waist 
confined by a beit, the skirt shortened, the legs stock- 
inged, and a more conventional slipper put upon the 
foot. But the attempt was futile. The Filipino maid 
clings to her one fashion, refusing to be guided away 
from it. 

The Filipino youth has been provided for as under- 
standingly as his sister. Industrial branches have 
been introduced in schools throughout the islands. The 
one in Manila kno as the Philippine School of Arts 
and Trades is the lar most completely equipped 
of the boys’ schools. Among the subjects taught in 
the last four years are carpentry, cabinet-making, black- 
smithing and machine-shop practice. The need of the 
development among the Filipino people of these classes 
of skilled labor is very apparent and has been empha- 
sized in all that has been recently written or said of 
the Philippines. 

In addition to the preparation of skilled workmen 
the school added last year a course specially designed 
to train Filipino teachers to give the industrial instruc- 
tion that has been organized by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion. Agriculture, tool work or some other practical 
vocation is now the essential part of the instruction in 
any intermediate school. 

The requirements for graduation are based upon shop 
work and academic training, and are of a standard 
which will insure the graduates of not only being skilled 
workmen, but also efficient directors of others and able 
to estimate and compute the cost of any job that they 
undertake. They will be capable of earning wages now 
impossible. 

Each student is expected to carry out a daily pro- 
gramme consisting of two hours shop work, éighty 
minutes mechanical drawing, and two hours and forty 
minutes of academic work. A uniform of narrow striped 
blue and white cotton has been chosen as the conven- 
tional working suit. It is cheap and durable. 

Opportunities for observing are given the students in 
the advanced class, who with their instructors visit the 
various industrial establishments in and around Manila: 
for instance, the government ice plant, the shops on 
Engineer Island, the Manila Electric Light and Rail- 
way Company's plant, Manuel Earnshaw & Co.’s Iron 
Works, Gibson’s furniture factory, the Manila Sawmill 
Company, and numerous cigar and cigarette factories 
where machinery is employed. 

In the province of Batangas, the building for the 
Batangas Trades School was constructed by the pupils 
of the school, under the direction of Meyer Scheer, the 
instructor. It. was a practical demonstration of what 
the Filipino youth can doif he will. The structure con- 
tains a. machine-room, forge room, bench room and fin- 
ishing-toom, and its dimensions measure ninety by forty 
feet. Through the assistance of the scholars it is 
known as a self-supporting institution, and is the great- 
est incentive for the Bureau of Education to introduce 
a greater amount of industrial work into the schools of 
the islands by the establishment of a central trades 
school in each division as well as the extension of such 
instruction to the lower grades. ey 

Batangas is not the only province which has shown 
the usefulness of the boys who have sought to better 
themselves by taking advantage of an opportunity that 
has never. been offered them before. 

Railroad companies are offering geod salaries to 
trades-school pupils who have become proficient in 
carpentry and woodworking, and the constabulary has 
employed pupils from the trades school whenever they 
were available. 

When the Secretary of War, now President Taft, vis- 
ited the islands during the month of October, 1907, he 
spoke upon the dignity of labor in his address to the 
school children. “Before your people can become a 
great nation,” said he, “labor must be elevated or the 
islands will enjoy no real progress.” This ihe people 
seemed to understand, for they applauded the Secretary 
of War until he was compelled to acknowledge their 
enthusiasm and the wonderful progress they had made 
in the English language. He expressed himself as be- 
ing happily surprised because he was able o do away 
with the “human telephone,“ as ne called the inter- 
preter, and he told of how much it thrilled him to be 
able to speak to them, “feeling that this work of ad- 
vancing the thought, the civilization, of 7,000 000 souls 
has found so much support from the people.” 

Commissioner Shuster, addressing the same pupils 
after the Secretary of War had sat down, brought bis 
listeners close to him by an eloquent discussion of the 
educational system being carried on in the islands. He 
spoke of the time when the people in the provinces nad 
had no thought of a common language and had had 
nothing to rely upon for communication with those just 
out of their own immediate circle, and he rejoiced that 
some day there would be no division of tongnes and 
that English would be the spoken language of the Phil- 


ippines. 


The deaf and dumb school had several of its prodigies 
up for an exhibit of the remarkable progress of the 
child pupil in lip reading, and the Secretary of War 
smiled his “Taft smile” appreciatively in his realiza- 
tion of the work which had been done by a very patient 
teacher. 


The keen interest the Secretary of War took in the 
pupils and schools made him an object of great admi- 
ration. The Trades School of Manila presented him 
with a beautiful table which was made of highly-pol- 
ished native wood, most artistically carved and which 
was used by the receiver at the Grand Operahouse dur- 
ing the exercises incident to the opening of the First 
Assembly. | 


Although the Secretary of War was the recipient of 
this and other gifts from the pupils, Mrs. Taft was not 
neglected, and in the school known as the Concepcion 
primary, a half-dozen beautifully embroidered handker- 
chiefs were given with much love to the wife of the 
Secretary of War. 

A day nationally observed by the Filipino children 
is August 3, Arbor Day. They prepare an elaborate 
programme and carry it out enthusiastically. On that 
day, they plant tamarind trees, palms, cocoanuts, aca- 
clas, vines of cadena de amor, seceta de amor and mil 
leguas; they make flower beds and set them with chi- 
chiricas in the center and bachelor buttons bordering 
them, and so on. They debate on “Resolved, that the 
public schools should plant trees in the streets and 
barrios of the towns of the Philippines and that they 


should be cared for by the municipality,” and the judges ; 


who decide the question are provincial treasurers and 
division superintendents. 


The communities in which the scholars live do not 
share in the enthusiasm of their “young hopefuls,” but 
assume an attitude of tolerance which in no way de- 
presses the actors. Students are encouraged to study, 
to compete with one another by prizes which are given 
by the chief citizens of the town for the best work of 
the year in the various studies and grades. 


The Filipinos are crying for universities. They want 
them established wherever possible. A story is told of 
the/College of San José, founded in 1601 largely with 
a legacy by Senor Rodriguez Figuero, which provided 
for the establishment of a college for the Christian edu- 
cation of the sons of Spaniards in the Philippine Islands. 
It was provided that the school be free from ecclesias- 
tical domination, but be carried on under the direction 
and supervision of the Order of Jesuits. When the 
Jesuits were driven from the islands, the institution 
was placed by the King of Spain under the direction 
of the Dominican Order, where it remained until the 
American occupation; then it was given into the pos- 


session of the Archbishop of Manila for the specific 


purpose of its foundation. 


There has been some criticism of the wholesale way 
that education is being carried to the people 
throughout the islands, some comments being that our 
system is spoiling a lot of people who without so much 
knowledge would make excellent servants. Looking at 
this from an un-American standpoint as well as a 
selfish one, perhaps it is true, but as America never was 
a land of bondage in spirit, she can do little less than 
open the eyes of these far-away people whom she bas 
taken under her wing. 

Another comment is that we are toppling the old and 
picturesque customs of the country by forcignizing the 
people. Even this may be so, for if the teachers and 
instructors are to be believed, it will not be many vears 
before perhaps that most picturesque custom of carry- 
ing bottles and baskets nicely balanced on the head 
will be done away with, the people having learned to 
weave baskets which may be carried on the arm in? 
stead. It may be also in the course of time that the 
lessons in physiology and hygiene will have practically 
put an end to the universal habit of smoking which 
men, women and children are accustomed to indulge 
themselves in. But ample proof has been given that 
we are teaching the Filipino how to take care of him- 
self and his family intelligently, something he has never 
understood before. If the islands are to stand alone 
one day, then the system of education which the 
Americans are introducing will see its reward in a 
people who are willing to act if they only know how. 

There is one school in Manila known as the “Ameri- 
can” school, the most of the pupils being children of 
Americans living in the Philippines. It is conducted 
on up-to-date principles and is graded, so that one may 
leave Manila prepared to enter college in the States. 

As no two islands in the group have inhabitants ex- 
actly alike there is no more interesting tour than one 
laid out through the school districts of. the Philippines. 
It is a revelation surely in what can be done with a 
people if one try.

0 N the night of the following nerve-racking experi: 


ence, there were five of us asleep in our hammocks, 

which were swung up about the large common room 
of Signore Manuel Valdes bungalow, near Santarem, 
on the middle Amazon River. 


McCabe, the dignified, taciturn engineer of the sugar 
mill, who loved his engine better than anything else in 
the world, and would converse about nothing else; Juan, 
the plantation hunter, brim full of wonderful adventures 
which he would never relate until his blood had been 
warmed by a liberal pull at the cachasa, which always 
stood conveniently in the sideboard; Manuel, the tobacco 
expert, who neither chewed nor smoked, lest he vitiate 
the delicate senses which enabled him, by masterly ma- 
nipulation, to convert ordinary 15-cent tobacco, into an 
article that was snapped up in the markets at 50 cents 
per pound; and, fourth, the scribe, who at the time was 
a visitor, spending a vacation there. j 

These were the regular occupants of the room, but on 
this eventful night, we were reinforced by a German 
professor, who filled the chairs of several natural sci- 
ences in a well-known American university; not one of 
the ubiquitous insect collectors who swarm in the Ama- 
zon valley, where they form a class by themselves, and 
have achieved the generic title of “bug hunters,” among 
the planters whom they sponge upon. Our comrade was 
the real thing, and was pursuing his studies on new 
ground. He spoke excellent English in talking with us, 
but under excitement would lapse into idiomatic Ger- 
man, which none of us understeod. He was apparently 
about 60 years of age, tall, erect, and vigorous as a man 
of 40. His distinguishing feature was a magnificent 
snow-white beard which fell to his waist when standing 
and which he parted in the middle, and tied behind his 
neck when eating or writing. 

He loved dearly to teach us, and on this night he 
taiked until the audible breathing of two of his listeners 
led him to propose that we go to our hammocks for the 
night, which we cheerfully did, and the light was ex- 
tinguished. 

It is the universal custom in Brazil to close the solid 
shutters and doors at sunset, to prevent the entrance of 
mosquitoes and other insects which swarm in the night; 
the roof, which is made of tiles, laid on transverse tim- 
bers, affording ample ventilation, while concealing the 
lights which would attract them. Our room therefore 
was dark as a cavern, and in a few minutes we were all 
sound asleep. 

Perhaps two hours had elapsed when we were all 
awakened and brought to the floor standing, by a series 
of the most blood-curdling howls and cries that it was 
ever my lot to hear, and we soon became aware that 
some powerful creature was charging about the room 
with resistless force, colliding with and upsetting one 
after another of our number, and bearing him to the 
floor, uttering meantime guttural, but wholly unintelli- 
gible vocal noises. I recognized the terrified cries of 
two of my comrades as they were upset, before I was 
myself struck and borne backward over my own ham- 
mock, and the matches I was getting out to make a 
light were hopelessly scattered on the floor. 

What this resistless monster was, that was charging 
round, giving out those awful guttural cries at every 
jump, no one could conjecture. When one after another 
of us regained our feet, not one could retain the faint- 
est idea of the points of compass. Every one was search- 
ing for a door or window, but the blinds opened inward, 
and so were not easily distinguished by the hands, from 
the plain walls elsewhere, and the hammocks tripped us 
at every attempt to cross the room. If any one can 
conceive of a more confusing situation, I would like to 


know it. 


No one can tell what the outcome would have been 
had not Signore Valdez been aroused by the uproar, and 
come to our rescue with a light. 1 do not know what 
the others felt on his entrance, but I confess to a little 
surprise, if not disappointment, at not seeing some grim, 
hideous monster of gigantic size and frightful mein; 
there was nothing of the kind. One man was sitting on 
the floor, stroking tenderly a big lump on the back of 
his head. That was I. The hunter was perched like an 
ape, on the stand where the lamp had stood. Two men 
were searching with their hands for a door or window 
on the opposite plastered walls of the room. 

Least conspicuous of all, gurgling with terror, was our 
guest, the professor, huddled in ‘one corner, and clutch- 
ing at his throat, and rolling his eyes horribly from one 
of us to another.

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Turiles and Farina. 
How Tue Foop STAPLES ARE PRE- 
4 PARED ON THE AMAZON. 
By a Special Contributor, 
1 URTLES and farina, taken together, represent to 


those who live on the Amazon, be they white, ne- 

gro or Indian, or one of the numerous cross-breeds, 
what the salmon does to the Alaska Indian, the cocoa- 
nut to the South Sea Islander, and rice to the Mongo- 
lian. A short run of salmon in the Alaska rivers, a 
crop failure in the paddy fields of China, a hurricane 
in the South Sea Islands, all reduce to the same thing— 
famine. On the Amazon, a shortage of turtles may be 
tided over by a plenitude of farina, or vice versa; a 


_ failure of both turtles and farina in the same year 


brings great and widespread distress. 

Farina is a crude locally-made product of the root 
of the mandioca, a further refinement of which results 
in the tapioca of commerce. Tapioca is the pure starch 
of the root, farina the starch mixed with a woody fiber, 
the latter imparting a yellowish color to the compound. 
Farina, under a number of different names, is more or 
less of a staple with the natives in all of tropical Amer- 
ica from the West Indies to Paraguay. 

The methods of preparation vary slightly in different 
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localities, but the object in view is always the same: 
the elimination of the juice the mandioca, which is 
of a highly poisonous nature. Fortunately, the latter 
is highly soluble, and is therefore easily got rid of by 
straining. The Brazilian apparatus for 
this purpose is an Indian contrivance, and is in every 
respect similar to the one employed by the aborigines 
of the interior of British Guiana, from 500 to 1000 miles 
from the Amazon. It consists of a long flexible cylin- 
der made of the hard outer skin of some cane-like plant, 
plaited in such a form that a longitudinal pull reduces 
its diameter. This, being filled with the moistened 
pulp of the mandioca, is contracted by the attaching of 
a weight to a loop in its lower end, the juice being 
caught in pans placed underneath to receive it. 


A second washing and pressing renders the farina fit 
for eating. A rather amusing expedient is occasionally 
employed by the Indian women to facilitate this opera- 
tion. A large hammock is suspended between the ends 
of two cylinders of mandioca pulp, and into this are 
thrown a half dozen or more of the first children to 
come to hand, the edges of the hammock being then 
knotted together above the struggling prisoners. 
Whether the youngsters take their confinement in good 
part or otherwise, they at least never take it quietly, 
the ensuing struggles squeezing the mandioca dry in a 
fraction of the time in which it would have been ac- 
complished by the application of a dead weight. 

A remarkable thing about this juice of the mandioca 
is that, though it contains so large a quantity of prus- 
sic acid that it is invariably fatal to a man, or even a 
dog or cow that happens to drink it, the addition of 
certain herbs known to the Indians renders it perfectly 
harmless and admirably suited to the making of sauces 
and seasonings for fish and turtle. A mest delicious 


sauce is that called arubi, which is made of the mandi- 


oca juice boiled down before the precipitation of the 
starch or tapioca, and seasoned with capsicum peppers. 
It is kept in gtone bottles for several weeks before 
using, and makes a most appetizing relish. In Brit- 
ish Guiana, a similar sauce made by the Indians and 
called “pepper pot,” is highly esteemed by the Eng- 
lish, and may be had at either of the leading hotels of 
Georgetown. 
Amazonian Indians from the pure juice of the mandi- 
oca, and is much more common in the interior than 
arubi. This is made by heating the liquid for several 
days in succession and seasoning it with peppers and 
small fishes; when old, it has much the taste of an- 
chovy paste, and a smell which would put to shame the 
famed salmon-head oll of the Alsaska Indians.

The abundance of furtles, or rather the facilMy with finding a pit already dug, lays its eggs on dug 


which they can be located and captured, varies directly 
with a degree of the annual subsidience of the waters. 
When the river sinks less than the average, they are 
scarce; but when more, they can be caught in plenty, 
the bays and shallow lagoons in the overflow portions 
of the forests having then only a small depth of water. 
The flesh is very tender, nourishing and wholesome, 
but like the partridge of the minister of Louis XIV, 
cannot be eaten continuously without palling somewhat 
upon the taste. The native women cook it in various 
ways. The entrails are chopped up and made into a 
delicious soup called sarapatel, this being generally 
boiled in a kettle made of the upper concave shell of 
the animal. Another appetizing dish is made by slash- 
ing up the tender breast meat without cutting it from 
the shell, laying strips of the green fat of the belly in 
the incisions, scdttering tapioca flour over the whole, 
and baking. Steaks cut from the breast and fried in 
their own fat are most palatable, as are also large sau- 
sages made by stuffing the thick-coated stomach full 
of chopped meat and boiling. The quarters cooked in 
a kettle of the tucupi sauce I have described are popu- 
lar with those who like high seasoning.

WEED EXTERMINATION. 
Various Ways OruER THAN PULLING 
Tum UP BY THE Roots. 
By Ernest Braunton, 

HERE are various ways of killing weeds other than 
1 pulling them up by the roots or chopping them off 

with a hoe, though these methods are the only ones 
practicable for the small ornamental garden. In the 
garden paths or roads or on croquet grounds, tennis 
courts, etc., one would far better use some of the meth- 
ods for permanent extermination and prevention of re- 
currence. 


In many grain-growing States “weedicides” are used 


to suppress mustard and other noxious weeds common 
in grain fields. One of the most satisfactory materials 
has been a solution of iron sulphate, though many other 
materials have been experimented with on a small scale. 
Irom sulphate etains clothing, cement walks and other 
things, and also irritates the skin so that caution should 
be used if it is applied to garden walks or drives.’ A 
20-per-cent. solution of sulphuric acid kills all plants 
upon which it is used. Kerosene is equally effective, 
killing the plants above and causing the roots to decay. 
On the other hand, gasoline was ineffective, probably by 
reason of its rapid evaporation. Any of these materials 
if liberally applied will secure immunity from weeds 
for at least one season, and no doubt successive seasons 
would show a lessened crop. 
Fighting Dandelions. 

The dandelion is a perennial plant with a deep-run- 
ning, vertical root which at first is unbranched, but 


which later is considerably branched at the top. The

It is one of the old-fashioned, prac- 
tical flowers that has been improved considerable of 
late years. Those who have only seen the round, stiff 
blooms of the old form will hardly recognize it in the 
unique, artistic and showy blooms of the “cactus” and 
decorative types. They are both single and double, and 
range in all conceivable shades. 

Varieties differ much under various treatments and 
solls. Those that do well for one do not always prove 
satisfactory elsewhere, and hence it is well to plant 
several kinds and retain those we succeed with. They 
will produce fully as good or better results if the dor- 
mant roots are planted out about May, or even later, 
when the ground is in good working condition, not too 
heavy or cold. Plant in a row about two feet apart 
and three inches below the surface, and cultivate well. 
The ground need not be very rich, for the idea is not to 
grow very massive plants, but to keep them thrifty and 
smaller so they will bloom as soon as possible. When 
they need the fertilizer and moisture is when they com- 
mence to bloom, which is often during our dryest sea- 
son. 


Home Propagation. 
If home owners knew how inexpensively their grounds

Many 
kinds of desirabie trees and shrubs can readily be prop- 
agated ty means of cuttings; and some vines can be 
increased in this manner or by the equally simple 
process of germinating seed. 

An instance is known of an enterprising young home 
improver who has grounds considerably more than an 
acre in extent, improved with a varied and extensive 
collection of shrubbery, nearly all of which is the prod- 
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the ground, it forms new buds on its upper portion and 
from these it sends up one or more new stems. It is 
thus excessive vitality that makes it so hard to get rid 
‘of this pretty but annoying weed. 


Now, in attacking a plant of such vitality, we must 
bear in mind the fact that it cannot be killed by one 
cutting. While many other plants would be eradicated, 
this one would not be killed out. Yet it is true that a 
dandelion which hae been cut off below the surface of 
the ground is somewhat injured. While it may send up 
steme and leaves, they are by no means as strong as 
the original. They are sprouts which are trying to con- 
tinue the life of the injured plant. If these new sprouts 
are cut off, the sprouts which are pretty certain to fol- 
low them will be still less vigorous, and no doubt in 
time one could “wear out“ the plant. Still, a dande- 
lion is a plucky thing, and it will continue to “come 
up smiling.” a little weaker each time and yet deter- 
mined to keep up the fight as long as possible. And it 
is this very persistence that enables it to win in so many 
cases, for the man in the case gets tired and allows 
the dandelions to grow up again and become established. 


In fighting dandelions, we must adopt the tactics of 
Gen. Grant, and never allow the enemy time or oppor- 
tunity to recuperate. When we cut off the dandelion 
and it begins to send up new stems and leaves, we must 


at once cut these, and when later stems and leaves ap- 


pear, they must be cut off promptly, and so on. Never 
let up. As in modern naval warfare it is the rapid-fire 
gun that does the business, so here it is the prompt, 
continuous activity on the part of the dandelion fighter 
that wins the day. Let it be remembered all the time 
that the leaves are the organs of nutrition of the plant, 
and by keeping them cut off, the plant will be starved 
to death. When you fight a weed, do not let it get food 
for itself through its leaves, and at the same time do 
not let it form seedg so as to start new plants. 


Growing Good Dahlias. 
Few cultivated plants have such a wide range of col- 


Planting material which would have 
cost a hundred times as much if purchased at a nursery 
has been produced at a surprisingly small outlay. Out- 
side of the saving, there is a delight in growing one’s 
own shrubbery, and, should it be desirable, the practice 
can be made to cover all plant life except the more ten- 
der and stubborn plants which defy even the experienced 
nurseryman. To those who can afford it, we would say, 
“Buy all your plants,” but to those with means insuffi- 
cient to gratify their desires for plant life, we earnestly 
recommend propagation of anything procurable rather 
than leave the home grounds bare and unsightly. 


The Gutta Percha Tree.

dens where it is usually known by its botanical or 
proper name, Ficus elastica. The home of the gutta 
percha tree is the East Indies. Large quantities are 
found in the Philippine Islands, and the wealth which 
the future may develop in gutta percha in those islands 
is untold. In many respects the gutta percha tree re- 
sembles the India rubber tree, and the two are often 
confounded in the public mind probably from the simi- 
larity of their applications. But they differ physically 
very materially, gutta percha being elastic only in a 
small degree. The gutta percha is a very large tree, 
growing to a height of sometimes 100 feet and more 
than three feet in diameter. It is of little use as a tim- 
ber trees, the wood being spongy. The name gutta sig- 
nifies the concrete juice of a plant, and percha being the 
name of the particular tree from which it was obtained.

The Lecation of Growing Cemeteries. 


The location of projected cemeteries in relation to 
growing cities is a matter for very serious consideration. 
The mere question of location is a study in itself, for 
the future of the cemetery may depend in considerable 
measure on two factors at least—a desirable and sat- 
isfactory site, and-the selection of that site in regard to 
the direction of growth of the adjacent city and the qual- 
ity of that growth. While distance from the city limits 
should be reasonable, from many points of view, at the 
same time, an important fact must not be overlooked, 
that of permanence. Experience teaches us that no 
cemetery can lay valid claims to permanence that may 
finally find itself within the city limits; a few there may 
be that thrive under the prospect of such a privilege, 
but it rests, in the long run, upon a very uncertain ten- 
wre. Beauty of site and quality of improvements should 
at any time offset the slight inconvenience of a longer 
journey, and it would seem a matter of but common busi- 
ness to present in attractive form available arguments 


to induce fair patronage to any cemetery situated a few 
miles outside the limits of one of our phenomenally 
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| growing cities. No cemetery organization should de- 


spair under such a condition, provided its business is 
conducted on progressive lines. The rest and peace of 
the country so eminently harmonizes with the spirit of 
the cemetery, that distance is no disadvantage, where 
proper transportation facilities exist to minimize the 
objection. 


Work Over Garden Soils. 


Any gardener will tell you that successive turnings of 
soil are beneficial. Could soil be spaded up and pulver- 
ized, watered, allowed to become partially dry and 
spaded again and the process repeated for the third time, 
it should be in ideal condition for all plants and seeds. 
In very old gardens, especially if the soil be heavy and 
inclined to get “mossy” this process would prove most 
valuable if the soil could be left loose and dry for a 
week after each spading so that it could become thor- 
oughly aired and thereby renovated. A little leaf mold, 
sand, and rotten stable manure turned in at the first 
spading, or any one of the three noted, would make over 
the soll quite effectively. 


Plants for Cactus Beds. 


Not every one may procure enough cacti to fill their 
allotted space, while others wish to plant at sufficient 
distances to allow for future development, and may de- 
sire to cover the soil with low-growing plants of the 
same succulent nature. Aloes, gasterias, haworthias and 
kindred plants are usually grown with a collection of 
cacti, to which they make good companions, and are of 
easy culture. The soil should be of a mixture of sandy 
loam, allowing, as in all cases of potting succulent 
plants, a thorough drainage. They thrive nicely in a 
sunny position during winter with little watering, whilst 
in summer they seem to thrive best when shaded some- 
what and watered freely.

Having artificially been exploited and established first 
in America, they have become known as the American 
breeds—a classification which affords no index as to 
their economic values nor of their general outward ap- 
pearance. In view of these pertinent facts, we again 
affirm that the Cornish fowl is in the wrong pew; it is 
traveling in the wrong coach under false colors which do 
it and its champions an injustice. If it is anything, it 
is a table fowl, and should be placed in the English 
class, irrespective of what carping critics have to say 
to the contrary notwithstanding. As the American Stock 
Keeper says: What's the use of classifying the breeds, 
anyway? It don't amount to a tinker’s dam in the 
showroom or in the poultry yards.” 


So-called “Secret” Methods. 


Poultry culture, like other vocations is not exempt 
from the faker element. For the most part, these peo- 
ple are harmless in the enjoyment of Munchausen tales 
of egg production and virtues of their particular breeds. 
But there are those who use alluring advertisements an- 
nouncing some secret“ method whereby poultry rais- 
ing is not only to be made easy, but its profits increased 
a hundred fold. For instance, one fellow advertises that 


— 


every hen is a 200-egg hen by his method, which is only 


50 cents. A method of telling the fertile from the un- 
fertile eggs before placing them in the incubator is ad- 
vertised by a Missouri woman. This secret is for sale 
at $1, and is on a par with telling the sex of chick by 
the shape of the egg. Then there is the fellow who is 
to give a formula for making feed at 10 cents per bushel, 
giving a gain of $25 per year in the feed bill of an ordi- 
nary flock. This “secret” is called “processed oats,” and 
has been known for years. A bushel of oats when 
sprouted will swell and make four bushels, so if oats 
are worth 40 cents per bushel, the feed will cost 10 cents 
per bushel, and at the present price of oats, about 60 
cents, the feed costs 15 cents. There is one thing that is 


not explained, and that is that sprouting oats does not houses with glass, so as to let in the maximum of sun- 


increase their nutritive value, it simply increases the 
bulk. 

It is safe to say that all so-called “secret” methods 
are fakes. The Agricultural Experiment Stations in 
nearly all the States are now giving much time and at- 
tention to poultry culture along experimental lines, and 
it is safe to assume that anything little known or new 
to the business of any value at all, will sooner or later 
command their attention. Indeed, it is the part of wis- 
dom for breeders to refer perplexing problems to them 
for solution. Our own experimental station at Berkeley 
has done much good work along poultry lines, of which 
breeders should avail themselves. People attain success 
under different methods and various conditions and en- 
vironments. Because A succeeds by his methods in Ore- 
gon, it does not follow that B will attain like results by

What Is Roup? 


John Lewis Wilson, an experienced breeder of poul- 
try in New Zealand, has contributed a short monograph 
to the general poultry literature on the above subject 
that merits to become a classic. In a rather emphatic

department that conditions and environment mean 
everything to the poultry-keeper. Improper conditions 
lead to disease and failure; environment is the means 
of spreading many of the ills that fowl are subjected to;

But to return to our au- 
thority. “Ask the average breeder what roup is,” says 
Mr. Wilson, “and he will tell you that it is a disease 
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affecting the air passages and air chambers.” And he is 
right. Ask him what causes the roup, and he will prob- 
ably tell you “it has its origin in a long-neglected cold.” 
In this, too, he is right. Ask him to describe the air 
passages, etc., in a fowl, and he finds himself almost 
entirely “at sea.” There is a widespread lack of knowl- 
edge of the physiological characteristics of birds in gen- 
eral. “You may have heard the story of the old Indian 
who, on being asked by a white man why he did not 
catch cold as he went about in winter with so much of 
his bedy exposed, answered by asking the white man 
if he often caught cold in his face by its being uncov- 
ered. When told he did not, the Indian replied: ‘Indian 
all face“ Now, fowls do not take cold by being com- 
pelled to live in the open air. They take cold in much 
the same manner as human beings—because we have ac- 
quired the notion that, in order to lay well, fowls must 
be given a warm place to sleep in, and to scratch in, so 
we proceed to bulld tight houses; to equip them with a 
system of so-called scientific ventilators, which serve no 
other end than to set in motion a number of deadly air 
currents (draughts;) to fill the south front of these 
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shine with the minimum of fresh air—the minimum of 
the very element in which all things attain to the high- 


est degree of health and efficiency. We take our fowls 
out of their natural element, which is in the open air, 
and place them in these tight houses, and then spend a 
large amount of our time in dipping, dosing, and damn- 
ing the ones with swollen heads and sore throats.

DIFFICULT TRAFFIC PROBLEMS 


THAT HAVE TO BE OVERCOME. 


From New York Sun. 


N important part of the postal system of this 
country is the transportation of mail in and 
around Manhattan Island. This part of the city 
is one of the most congested in the world. Traffic prob- 
lems have become infinitely more difficult, but Uncle 


Sam has kept ahead of the procession. Everything else

York Mail Company, an organization which handles the 
bulk of the post traffic. Some 300 wagons—mostly the 
immense two-horse vehicles familiar to us all—are 
kept busy day and night the year around. They seem 
to hurry about promiscuously, but there isn’t an inter- 
val when John Crawford, president of the company, if 
he so desired, could not get into communication with 
any of the drivers. 

Mr. Crawford and his right-hand man, Col. Gridley, 
have a despatching system all their own. When the 
mail boat Postmaster-General, which meets all liners 
at quarantine and takes off pouches addressed to the 
local postoffice, pokes its nose into the pier at Cortlandt 
street, there is a flock of mail. wagons to meet it. Most 
of the pouches are taken by wagon ¢cirect to the gen- 
eral postoffice and the new auxiliary station in the 
Hudson Terminal buildings. Remaining pouches are 
carried by the vehicles direct to the Jersey Railroad 
terminals and to the Grand Central Station. Before 
the liner which has brought the mail to port has docked 
the pouches are aboard the railroad postoffices and New 
York business men have the foreign mail before them. 
This ocean mail. is always heavy, and the quantity con- 
gtantly increasing. Christmas time brings the maxi- 

um business. A record is when the Teutonic dropped 
1 last December with nearly 6000 pouches. - It took sev- 
enty-odd mail wagons to carry this cargo. More re-

only landed, but distributed. , 

Once the pouches are at the general postoffice, the 
letters are distributed through the tubes, but for other 
classes of mail the wagon service again comes into 
play. Some of the big hauls are from the postoffice 
downtown to the Grand Central, the Lackawanna, Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey, Weehawken and Long 
Island City stations, and to the Staten Island ferries 
for Richmond Borough. Then there are the wagon 
transfers from the stations mentioned above to each 
other and in turn back to the postoffice. The mileage 
mounts up when it is remembered that a haul such as 
that from Grand Central to Jersey amounts to six 
miles. 

Up to this month the work has not been done on a 
mileage basis. From now on, the distance will be con- 
sidered, and when the territory increases there will be 
more money in it for the carriers. 

The wear and tear on these mail wagons is enor- 
mous. In the transportation company stables, a five- 
story structure in East Fifteenth street which shelters 
nearly that many hundred horses, is a good-sized 
wagon building department and a large force work day 
and night rebuilding those wagons. Trolley-car motor- 
men have little respect for the mail wagons and collis- 
ions are common. Three wagons have been smashed in 
a day. 

— suffer, too. Many have been killed or died 
as the result of injuries. Bennett, a veteran who has 
been driving in New York City for twenty years or so, 
shows a mass of scars. Time and again he has been 
bounced off his high seat. Once a railroad train swept 
a wagon from under him. His experiences have aged 
him, but at 67 he drives better than the youngsters, and 


has yet to get a written complaint filed against him. 
Bennett puts on the speed when he has to. Rather 
than urge his horses along unnecessarily he has made 
it a practice to turn up at the barns half\an hour ear- 
lier that he may walk his horses on the long trip to 
the general postoffice. 

Horses are maimed and crippled, and a special hospi- 
tal service is maintained at the stables for injured ani- 
mals. A veterinary surgeon is always on duty, and he 
seldom is without patients. 

Francis R. Roome, superintendent of mails in the 
New York postoffice, has had much to do with the tube 
system. The present expenditure for the entire tube 
system in the United States is about $724,000 each year, 
but it is pointed out that there have resulted economies 
by a discontinuance or reduction of other transporta- 
tion services to an amount estimated at about $97,000. 
The closest interval between the tube carriers thir- 
teen to fifteen seconds, and the total number of letters 
despatched one way an hour is rated at 108,000. The 
use of pneumatic tubes in thé United States mall serv- 
ice commenced experimentally in 1893 with about half 
a mile of service in Philedelphia. 

A departure in the local. service is the parcels post 
delivery—parcels sent under the new agreement, which 
allows eleven pounds. This extra traffic is handled by 
the wagon service. 

An important unit in the New York postal service has 
just finished its trial stage, the branch station in the 
Hudson Terminal Buildings, from Which all letters 
are distributed, formerly a duty of the general post- 
office. Routine work of mail transportation is not 
being interrupted by the building of the two immense 
terminals of the Pennsylvania and New York Central 

At present, there are forty-two branch postoffices in 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 80 extensive has the chain. 
become that the local policé department has officially 
recognized the growth. Deputy Commissioner Bugher, 
in charge of.the traffic squad, has kept an eye on the 
various mail-wagon routes and automobile lines. When 
any of his men are around the mail-wagon drivers 
needn't get blocked: Drivers and motormen, because 
they didn't get out of the road quick enough, have been 
pounced upon by the traffic policemen and taught thet 
it ts serious business to hinder:a mail wagon. 

A Trip Down the Ouse River. 

It was a most silvery September afternoon when we 
started from the quay at York, and after escaping from 
embarkment on a boat going in the wrong direction, be- 
gan, with no unseemly swiftness, to scuttle down the 
current. It was a perfect voyage, as perfect as any I! 
ever made on the Mississippi, the Ohio, the St. Law- 
rence, or the Hudsor’, on steamers in whose cabins our 
little boat would have lost itself. We had a full but 
not crowded company of passengers, which had over- 
flowed into a skiff at our stern, in which a father and 
mother,.with three women friends, preferred the high 
excitement of being towed to Bishopsthorpe, where it 
seemed that the man of the party knew the gardener. 
With each curve of the river and with each remove we 
got the city in more and more charming retrospective, 
till presently its roofs and walls and spires and towers 
were lost in the distance, and we were left to the syl- 
van or pastoral loveliness of the low shores. Here and 
there at a pleasant interval from the river a villa rose 
against a background of rounded treetops, with Lom- | 
bardy poplars picking themselves out before it, but for 
the most part the tops of the banks, with which we 
stood even on our deck, retreated from the waterside 
willows in levels of meadowland, where white and red 
cows were grazing, dnd now and then young horses 
romping away from groups of their elders. It was alb 
dear and kind and sweet, with a sort of mid-western 
look in its softness (as the English landscape often has) 
and the mud banks were like those of my native Ohio 
Valley rivers. The effect was heightened, on our return, 
by an aged and _ virtuously poor (to all appearance) 
flageolet and cornet band, playing Way Down Upon 
the Swanee River,’ while the light played in notone over 
the groves and pastures of the shore, and the shadows 
stretched themselves luxurtously out as if for à long 
night's sleep. There has seldom been such a day since 
I began to grow old; a soft September gale ruffled and 
tossed the trees finely, and a subtle Italian quality mixed 
with the American richness of the sunshiny air; so that 1 
thought we reached Bishopsthorpe only too soon; and 1 
woke from a pleasant reverie to be told that the steamer 
could not land with us, but we must be taken ashore 
in the small boat which we saw putting out for us from 
its moorings. To this day, I do not know why the 
steamer could not land, but perhaps the small boat had 
a prescriptive right in the matter. At any rate, it was 
vigorously manned by a woman, who took tuppence from 
each of us for her service, and presently earned it by the 
interest she showed in our getting to the archbishop's 
palace, or villa, the right way.—[William Dean Howells, \ 
in Harper’s Magazine.

F you see it in the farm department of The Times, 
| «0 and consider a moment whether it is true. It 

will take only a moment to determine it, for no at- 
tempt is made at abstruse reasoning or abstract philoso- 
phizing in these columns, but rather to appeal to the high 
understanding of the farmer. Some of the friends of 
this department have written me that one of the most 
valuable qualities of this page is its steady-going galt, 
swallowing little bad bait, and being always conserva- 
tive and fair. This means, I hope, that we have a firm 
grip upon first principles, and holding this grip, it is 
not difficult to avoid ludicrous errors, bad policies and 
difficulties that might endanger the personal comfort 
and professional standing of the editor. In looking 
back over twelve years of service in this department, I 
find that I have appeared in print every week without 
one failure (to appear, at least.) And in all that time 
I have not recelved one discourteous letter in all the 
thousands that have been written me, and not a half- 
dozen containing criticism. 


“I might say In closing,” as the spellbinder remarks 
an hour before his speech is finished, that the dozen- 
year record is broken. Well, we are going into the 
thirteenth year, and good luck cannot be expected to 
follow as freely this year. At any rate, I have a letter 
telling me that my remarks in these columns upon the 
coéperative marketing are “vicious” and hence con- 
fusing” to the fruit trade and have already disturbed 
the harmony of the State enough for a lifetime. That 
the writer of the letter is “disturbed” is evident in that 
he is paying money to counteract the evil influence. I 
am not instructed by the management of The Times as 
to what I shall write upon the economics of farming. 
But I believe the policies and principles advanced here 
have been helpful to all factors in the citrus fruit trade, 
and that had it not been for the great organization's 
work in reclaiming the same trade from the inefficiency 
of the system prevailing in the early nineties; the whole 
industry would still be all down in a heap—growers, 
buyers, brokers and commission men like a lot of Kil- 
kenny cats, and most of them dead by this time. Yet 
this is only my opinion, but when I see the whole citrus 
trade working in as close harmony and effectfveness as 
exist in any business I think it is also the opinion of 
everybody. At any rate, hundreds of letters tell me Jt 
is, and to get just one in twelve years that seems a 
little personal and bitter is a record I am proud of. “I 
might say in closing” that the letter referred to was 
not written by any one concerned in the citrus-fruit 
trade. 


Eucalyptus Planting. 
HE FRESNO REPUBLICAN says that it would seem 
that Tulare county is certain to be the center of 

commercial eucalyptus plantings. Some very large en- 

terprises are already under way and some even greater 
ones are in immediate prospect. The latest body of 
commercial eucalyptus is timber tract No. 4 of the 

Eucalyptus Timber Corporation, lying on both sides of 

the railroad track, a mile and a half north of Pixley. 

There are 1200 acres in this one piece. It is entirely 

surrounded by a rabbit-tight fence and is given as ex- 

tensive cultivation and care as a vineyard. The cor- 
poration has hitherto grown all its nursery stock in 

Los Angeles county. Twenty-seven carloads were ship- 

ped during the past season. These Los Angeles nurs- 

eries are increased in capacity to produce 4,000,000 trees 
for next season, and the corporation has recently estab- 
lished a few miles below Tulare, the largest nursery 
ever known in the valley. These nurseries will employ 
forty of fifty men during the busiest time of the year, 
and will produce not less than 2,000,000 trees for plant- 
ing in this vicinity. it is understood that the Eucalyp- 

tus Timber Corporation has recently purchased 5000 

acres of land close to the present plantings, all of which 

will be planted during the next year. . 


Priceless Fig Trees. 


R. WALTER T. SWINGLE, director of plant indus- 

try for the Department of Agriculture, succeeded in 
bringing the priceless insect alive from Algiers to Amer- 
ica, wrapping it in tin foil. By this remarkable achieve- 
ment, for which Dr. ‘Swingle has won the lasting grati- 
tude of every fig grower in this country, Smyrna fig 
raising in America, and especially in the San Joaquin 
Valley, where they flourish as in their native land, was 
placed on a par with the industry in the old country 
across the water. Before tnat time, the Smyrna fig 
trees were utterly useless, as they would not mature 
the fruit, without the blastophaga with which to caprify 
them and make them fertile. These blastophaga make 
their home in the caprifig. of which the Gates tree is 
a type. 

Now it has been discovered just within the last few 
weeks, since Mr. Swingle visited this community, that 
this Gates caprifig tree has been the home of the won- 
derful blastophaga for the past forty years. While 
government experts were making perilous and costly 
trips in Algiers in vain attempts to introduce the valu- 
able insect into this country, here it was all the time, 
contentedly making its home amid the branches of the 
d Gates caprifig, in sunny Stanislaus. Whence came 
tat mysterious tree? That is the question which is 
Ow agitating the minds of Mr. Swingle and the other 
Ig experts who have learned of its existence. Thus far 
4o man has been successful in lifting the veil of the 
past, and today the old c2pr‘fig tree on the Gates ranch 
in Stanislaus remains the en'gma of the fig world. 
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Some bits of its history can be traced back—to the 
time it was planted, but beyond that, it is silence. The 
tree was planted in 1867 by Louls Adams. Mr. Adams 
sold the place a year later to Samuel Gates, and moved 
away. Si time, Stanislaus people have lost sight 
of him, an Although Mr. Swingle is making every et- 
fort to locale this man who now alone holds the key to 
the situation, his efforts thus far have proved unavail- 
ing.—[Modesto News. 


Heavy Apple Crop. 


HE WATSONVILLE PAJARONIAN says: “Not in 

years have the prospects for big fruit crops looked 
better at this season of the year in Pajaro Valley. The 
weather is ideal for all the fruit crops and is most det- 
rimental to the thriving of pests of all kinds. The apri- 
cot crop will be a large one and of Al quality. The 
prospects are for good prices. All varieties of apples in 
all sections of the valley promise right at present an 
extremely large yield of clean fruit. During the past 
week many packers have been inspecting the orchards, 
and already the fruit from several orchards has been 
sold at prices equally as good as were offered at a later 
period last year. If present favorable conditions with 
the apple crop continue through the season, the output 
of this section will be increased from 1000 to 1500 car- 
loads over that of last year. Of course the yield of 
berries of all kinds will be equal and probably in ex- 
cess of that of any previous year. The hay and grain 
yield promises a larger yield per acre than for some 
time past, but a half to an inch of rain within the next 
week or so would make certain such promise. The 1909 
harvest season in the Pajaro Valley promises to be a 
banner one—one which will not be even approached by 
any other agricultural or horticultural section of three 
or four times the size in California. | 


New Spraying Method. : 
AYWARD REED, one of the most prominent orch- 
ardists in the Sacramento Valley, owning the larg- 

est pear orchard in the State, has installed an innova- 

tion in the way of a spraying system, and it may be 
the pioneer of many other such plants to follow in other 
orchards. The new method was evolved through neces- 
sity, and it is nothing less than an underground pipe 
system, with hydrants, or stand pipes, every fourteen 
This has been installed in the 100-acre pear 

rd on the old Lavdal ranch in Yolo county. The 

wet winter kept the ground soaked so late in the season 
that it was impossible to run the ordinary portable 
spraying outfit, or even a team, over it because they 
would mire. The trees had to be sprayed or the sea- 
son’s crop would be forfeited, and several successive sea- 
sons would feel the effect. Lines of pipe were laid 
throughout the orchard and the spraying has been done 

by sixteen men in three days. Each stand pipe, with a 

length of hose reaches 196 trees. By the old method 

it would have taken a larger gang of men and would 
have required two weeks or more. The spraying com- 
pound is pumped into the pipes at a central station by 
means of a gasoline engine, and the spray can be ap- 
plied just when it is needed. When the job is finished, 
the pipes are washed out by pumping water through 
them. The economy of operation is expected to pay for 
the expense of installation in a few seasons.—([San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


Walnuts at imperial. 


PROMINENT land owner in the newest county of 
the State favored me with a visit recently to 
discuss the planting of walnuts in the Imperial Valley. 
The question was squarely put: “Will it pay to plant 
walnuts on these lands?” What would your answer 
have ? Well, that is just what 1 told him. I gave 
him is good advice, however: “Try it.” We dis- 
cussed the soil characteristics and agreed that if those 
were all the contingencies, it would pay right off the 
bat. But the troubles of the walnut there would not 
lie under ground or from bacterial sources. They 
would be atmospherié, if at all, and perhaps would dis- 
appear in a measure after the trees should be brought 
to an age to shelter themselves. The fact that the Eng- 
lish walnut succeeds best along the coast means only 
that these locations seem the best that have been tested. 
It has not deterred trial far from the coast and under 
far from similar conditions. The largest English wal- 
nut tree I have seen is growing nearly 150 miles from 
the coast. It is time that the walnut be tested in the 
different soils of Imperial Valley, and until we experi- 
ence a few intelligent and somewhat extensive experi- 
ments and give them plenty of time, I know of no bet- 
ter advice to give than to try out the industry. I would 
be pleased to set forth any trials or experiences had in 
the cultivation of the walnut in this great valley. 


Sour Orange Stock. 


I. is admitted that the Florida type of the Seville or- 
ange is the best for stock purposes. It should also 
be known that there are strains, or varieties of the

memory of the irrigator is one method of supplying 
moisture to yegetation, the one, too, that is most gen- 
eraily practiced, a method that requires less thought 
and perhaps less labor—yet the least scientific and in. 
most cases the most unsatisfactory to the party who 
pays the water and fertilizer bill. Because of this 
eareless way of watering, at least 50 per cent. more 
water is used than is necessary to get the best results 
from the time consumed and money spent in the oper- 
ation. As stated in June number, plants should be 
syringed at least twice every week to keep the foliage 
free from dust, also to keep in check aphis or green fly. 
and other predatory insects, but water thus applied is 
smal] in quantity and evaporates away in a very short 
time. 


A lawn where the supply of moisture is not drawn up- 
on by the roots of large trees, either growing thereon, or 
along the curb, if thoroughly watered once a week, along 
the coast where fogs prevail, and twice each week in the 
interior sections of the State, where neither fog or dew 
is found during the summer, is ample for the require- 
ments of the grass. An additional watering in either 
case each week will be necessary if trees are present, 
providing, however, that enough plant food has been 
applied to meet the necessities of the plants in making 
a good growth. And no one need hope to have a luxu- 
riant lawn who is not liberal with fertilizer in some 
form—-the commercial brand being the best, because 
free from weed seeds. No matter how much water is 
applied. 

Level lawns are easily taken care of the water re- 
maining where it falls, but the terraced lawn in this 


is limited in time to its care. The sub-soil will dry out 
in places more rapidly than in others, the grass will 
suffer in consequence thereof, the owner will accuse the 
gardener, unjustly, with carelessness or incompetency, 
and soon, in political parlance, strained felations will 
exist between them to the detriment of the interests of- 
both parties in the controversy—sometimes because of 
the ignorance of both parties—but most generally on 
the part of the owner of the place. As to how the diffi- 
culties should be overcome: Five gallons of water ap- 
plied to a dry spot on a terrace in one minute would do 
no good whatever to grass, the same amount dripping 
from a hose during an hour would remedy the defect, 
and at this point we offer a suggestion to the gardener 
and his employer—if such conditions are found let the 
water run slowly on such spots while at work on the 
place, and if such things occur in the absence of the 
gardener help him out by doing it for him. This does 
not apply to places where a man or two are kept all 
the time. 

There are two seriags defects inseparably connected 
with excessive watering of lawns and flower beds. 

One is that the roots of the plants are induced to 
grow near the surface of the soil because of warmth, 
and the other the dissolving and leaching away of the 
elements of fertility into sub-soil beyond the reach of 
shallow rooting plants as most are which we grow in 
lawn or flower beds. 

Roses if thoroughly watered once in two weeks in

once in the two months of their resting period during 
the midsummer months, ff a good crop of bloom is 
wanted during the fall and winter months, while be- 
gonias, coleus, and that class of plants which luxuriate 
only during warm weather, must be bountifully sup- 
plied with both food and water.

Registered Farm Names. 


S promised our readers, we give herewith instruc- 

tions received from Secretary of State Curry through 
his deputy, Mr. H. C. Waring, regarding the securing 
of trade-mark privilege for farm names. From Mr. 
Waring’s letter we quote: 

“In accordance with your request, I inclose blank 
form for filing Claim to Trade Mark under Sections 3196 
and 3196b of the Political Code of California (in effect 
May 7, 1909.) This office will not have a special form 
for this class of trade mark, but will have the general 
form made to fit this new kind of trade mark as well 
as the others. The inclosed will show what facts should 
be stated. Those desiring to file need not get blanks 
printed by this office, but should follow the inclosed in 


“As to the purpose of these new sections, it appears 
that they were enacted to make farms and their prod- 
wets the objects of trade mark the same as goods im- 
ported, manufactured, produced, compounded or sold 
by any mechanic, manufacturer, druggist, merchant, or 
tradesman is made the objects of trade mark by Section 
3196 of Political Code. In other words, Section 3196 
seems to specifically mention the particular callings 
that are entitled to have their goods protected by trade 
mark without mentioning farming.

“Street Superintendent Tom Thorne has declared war 
against the mulberry trees that adorn the sidewalks of 
the city, and if he ¢an find a legal way to do so, will 
encompass their destruction.

“Mr. Thorne states that the mulberry tree, which lit- 
ters the sidewalk with berries at this time of the year. 
is not only unsightly and disagreeable to passers-by, but 
is unhealthy, as the flies gather in myriads to feast off 
the sweet berries, rendering the neighborhood liable to 
infection because of the great numbers of the pests. 
An aged poplar tree on San Joaquin street fell across 
the roadway yesterday afternoon during the high wind, 
completely blocking the thoroughfare. Had children 
been playing in the vicinity at the time, death might 
have resulted, while had the wind been in a different di-

Revolt Against the Medical Trust. . 
1 HERE is noticeable in the ranks of the medical 


profession an increasing revolt against the meth- 

ods and pretentions of the medical trust in the 
United States—the American Medical Association. This 
trust professes to exist for the benefit of the public, but 
that is not true. It is, in fact, a trade union. {ts main 
object, like that of the labor unions, is to keep up 
prices and to keep out competition, and, like those or- 
ganizations, it stops at no measures that may aid it to 
accomplish its purpose; although, so far, it has not 
gone so far as physical violence. 

Among important independent medical journals that 
have come out strongly against the medical trust may 
be mentioned the. Medical Record, the Medical Standard, 
the Medical Sentinel, the St. Louis Medical Review, and 
the Medical Brief, and among lay journals such in- 
fluential publications as Life, the Pittsburgh Dispatch, 
and the Chicago Tribune. The National Magazine re- 
cently ran a series of articles on the medical Trust. Dr. 
G. Frank Lydston of Chicago, author of that notable 
book, “Diseases of Society and Degeneracy,” has been 
pouring hot shot into the A.M.A., charging Dr. Sim- 
mons, secretary of the association, with having been 
guilty of unprofessional conduct before hé obtained his 
position. ‘ 

Following 1s an extract from a little book entitled 
“Fads or Facts?” by M. Ryan, of Chicago: 

“Nearly all the States in the Union have medical 
laws that give the right to practice to three specified 
schools exclusively. Moreover, this law has been, from 
time to time, amended so that it now prohibits, under 
severe penalties, the treatment of the sick by any 
method whatever by any person who is not a member of 
one of the preferred schools. That this is class legis- 


vented. Corrupt and ignorant politicians have enacted 
these laws for an unscrupulovs lot of jealous and greedy 


medicos who bartered their votes and influence for the 
advantage of this outrageous monopoly. No physician 
of merited reputation has ever been identified with the 
framing and lobbying of those laws. The medical laws, 
as they now stand, are the most heinous wrong ever 
perpetrated on the citizens of a country whose consti- 
tution guarantees individual right and personal lib- 
erty.” 

When, a few years ago, an attempt was made to have 
one of these medical-trust bills confirmed in Colorado, | 
it was vetoed by Gov. Thomas who, with his dis- 
approval, sent a specification of his reasons, from which 
the following excerpt is made: 

“Whatever may be the design of the bill, it will not 
protect the public health. If statistics are to be relied 
on, the death rate of Colorado is as low as it ever was, 
and lower than in some of the States which have en- | 
acted measures of legislation similar to this. The de- 
partment of surgery excepted, medicine is not a sci- 
ence. It is a series of experi ts more or less suc- 
cessful, and will become a science when the laws of 
health and disease are fully ascertained and under- 
stood. This can be done, not by arresting the progress 
of experiment, and binding men down to hard and fast 
rules of treatment, but by giving free rein to the man 
who departs from the beaten highway and discovers 
hidden methods and remedies by the wayside. It is 
through these means that the public health is pro- 
moted and thereby protected, that the members of the 
medical profession are enabled to minister with suc- 
cess to human ailments and bodily suffering. Nearly 
every advance in the treatment of diseases, in the 
method of their detection, and in the prevention of 
their occurrence has been made by physicians in dis- 
regard of the regulations of the order; and the great 
body of their brethren, after denouncing and enduring, 
have ultimately accepted the unquestionable results of 
these researches and discoveries, and made them re- 
spectable, by adding them to the category of the rec- 
ognized and the regular. But for this the leech, the 
lancet, and the pill box would sti be the regulators 
of the public health, and licenses to practice would be 
confined to these, and these only who used them. This 
is but to say that medical progress in general has not 
been made by, but notwithstanding the great body of 
its professors. ... 

“The title of the bill, as it relates to the public, is 
a misnomer. This is a common subterfuge; all méas- 
ures designed to promote a specific interest or protect 
an existing evil are ostensibly labeled ‘for the benefit of 
the people.” The fact that the people do not seek the 
protection, ask for the benefit, nor suspect the existence 
of the alleged danger, is wholly immaterial.’” 

Herbert Spencer, in his work “Social Statics,” devotes 
a chapter to “Sanitary Supervision.” A few extracts 
therefrom follow? 

“If it is meant that to guard the people against em- 
-pirical treatment, the State should forbid all unlicensed 
persons from prescribing, then the reply is, that to do 
so is to directly violate the moral law. Men's rights 
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been permitted to practice. All these schools have had 


fended by similar arguments, and must stand or tall 
together. If the welfare of men's souls can be fitly 
dealt with. by acts of parliament why, then, the welfare 
of their bodies may be fitly dealt with likewise. ‘ 

“There is an evident inclination on the part of the 


medical profession to get itself organized after the fash- 
ion of the clerisy moved as all men are under 
such circumstances by nine parts of self-interest gilt 
over with one part of philanthropy.” ... 

“Ever louder grows the clamor: ‘Give the healers a 
chance.’” 

In an article published not long ago in the Pacific 
Medical Journal, Dr. Remondino of San Diego summed 
up what forty-six years of experience has taught him in 
regard to the folly of our present system of medical 
education. In this article, Dr. Remondino shows that 
under present conditions neither Hippocrates, the Father 
of Medicine, nor Sydenham, the father of English med- 
icine, nor John Hunter, the great surgeon, nor Herbert 
Spencer, the phenomena! scientist, would have been 
considered fit by the State Board of Examiners to prac- 
tice medicine in the State of California. 

Followipg are extracts from an article that appeared 
recently in the Medical Brief: e 

“And just as soon as medical legislation oversteps 
this legitimate purpose, and looks toward the acquire- 
ment of such special privileges and powers, it becomes 
a dangerous exercise of class prerogative which, how- 
ever plausible and successful it may be for a time, can- 
not ultimately prevail in modern republicanism, but 
will in the end react upon the class that exercises it and 
more than likely sweep away in the revulsion all that 
ig really good and useful in its legislation. 

“We have again and again in these columns warned, 
and we shall not cease to warn, the general practition- 
ers of the country against passively allowing their ag- 
gregate membership in the profession to be used to give 
color of representation to the schemes of power and 
aggrandizement pursued by the few infatuated men who 
control organized medicine, which are now taking the 
form of political plots for the attainment of special 
legislation. So long as these leaders are allowed to 
exploit this hypothetic color of representation it is a 
real power, which will presently recoil, not only upon 
those who have wielded it, but upon those who have 
‘foolishly permitted it to be used.“ 

The druggists have also started a revolt against the 

medical trust. There was recently published by the 
National Druggist of St. Louis a booklet entitled “The 
Machinations of the American Medical Association” by 
Henry R. Strong. Among other things the author 
says: 
“With the inevitableness of natural laws in their ap- 
plication to class interests, the American Medical | As- 
sociation, laudable enough in its original purposes, has 
gradually gathered to itself and is now exercising, an 
arrogant authority and control over medicine, until its 
boasted organization has become degraded to the mere 
level of the trades union, and an exceedingly intolerant 
type of union at that. 

“The closed shop is one of the conspicuous features 
of this medical unionism. No one can work that does 
not have the card, and there is but one way to get the 


card, and that is, to conform to the arbitrary require- 
ments of the Central Union. To those who do not 80 
conform the union applies the derogatory epithets of | 
‘quack’ and ‘irregular,’ which are equivalent to the term 
‘scab’ in trades-union lingo.” 

Of late, the political docturs have been making stren- 
uous efforts to obtain a representation in the Federal 
government so that they may be in a position to fasten 
the shackles more firmly upon the people. About a 
year ago there was organized what is called a “Com- | 
mittee of One Hundred” composed of eminent “lay- | 
men.“ including names of some most excellent and use- | 
ful citizens. A magazine is published for the purposes 
of furthering the cause. It is entitled “American | 
Health.” The indorsement of President Roosevelt was | 
secured, but he would not go so far as to approve of | 
the idea of having a political doctor in the Cabinet. 
The editor of the Care of the Body was strongly urged 
by some of his medical friends to join this movement, 
but he resolutely refused to do so, believing that it was 
merely a blind, and not for the benefit of the people, 
but of the medical fraternity. 

We do not need more medical legislation. We have 
too much already. All that should be done, and all that 
can successfully be done in the way of improving the 
public health, is to make people be clean in their sur- 
roundings, and to see that they are furnished with pure 
food and drinks. Anything beyond this is foolishness, 
or worse. 

It is not so long ago since the medical trust referred 
to the homeopaths as quacks. Now, they are within the 
fold. Also the eclectics. Also, in most States, the oste- 
opaths. Recently, in California, the naturopaths have 


to make a bitter and desperate fight for the right to 
practice their profession. This should not be, in a free 
country. There is no more reason for restricting the 
practice of medicine to one particular school, or to half 
a dozen particular schools, than there would be to re-

‘had served its purpose and would have been thrown off 
(shed) by the sheep in a short time if it had not been 
shorn. If any one imagines this is not the truth, let 
him go to the sheep shearers and smell for himself. 
Wool can never be made clean enough to cover the del- 
lente, sensitive surface of man's body. Admitting that 
by extra care and chemicals it is made to appear clean, 
after one week's wear it will never be clean again, for 
the same care given to ordinary clothing will not clean 
wool. Admitting that it can be cleaned, it is not a 
proper wear, for it inhibits skin action. Anything that 
prevents evaporation after the secretions have been 
thrown on the surface will positively lead to disease 
and death, and this is exactly what wool is doing for 
the human body all the time. ; 

“One of the most dangerous results peculiar to bad 
habits is a moist surface of the body. A healthy, nor- 
mal condition is dry and warm, not damp and cold. 
The latter condition is one of the positive results com- 
ing from the filthy habit of wearing the sheep's cast-off 
garments next to the human skin.” 

The best of all materials for underwear is ramie linen. 
Ramie is the linen of the Bible. It is the materia] in 
which the mummies were wrapped. Flax is not grown 
in the Orient. Ramie linen has more absorptive power 
than any other known material. It is warm in winter 
and cool in summer. You cannot realize fully what 
comfortable underclothing is until you have tried this 
material. If you cannot get ramie, then the next best 
thing is linen mesh. 

Ramie is at present quite expensive. However, since 
the invention of a machine that will handle the fiber, 
it is expected that within a few years this will become 
one of the most important crops of the Southwest, and 
then ramie underwear will be within the reach of all. 

Meantime, if you value your health, never wear 
woolen clothing next to the skin. The use of woo! for 
underwear is one of those superstitions that die awfully 
hard, like the use of salt. They must, however, in time
